WEEK BY WEEK. 


We announce in another column that the report of the 
expedition, sent out by the Ito to investigate a possible 
territory for a Jewish settlement, will be ready on 
April 2nd. The objective of the expedition, it is now 
stated, was Cyrenaica—Turkish territory on the North 
coast of Africa, and West of Egypt—and the expedition, we are told, 
performed its work under the auspices of the Governor-General of Tripoli. 
No further information is vouchsafed at the moment; and we need therefore 
only point out that the territory, to which, by the way, Jews of past 
ages have been by no means strangers, is outside the area to which 
Zionists have decided to limit their operations. We reserve any com- 
ments on the expedition until the report is in our hands. In the 
meantime, we heartily congratulate Mr. Zangwill and his colleagues on 
the progress which the fact that the expedition has gone out, and that it 
has issued its report, evidences. This is prima facie proof, at least, that 
the locality is to be regarded as worthy of consideration, and we are certain 
consideration—earnest and careful—will be given by all who are interested 
in the grave, perplexing Jewish problem and in colonisation as a means of 
assuaging its intensity. The expedition and the report form the first 
substantial fruit of Itoist activity. What the report has to tell will receive 
the sympathetic examination of every Jew who has the interests of his 
people at heart. 


The Ito 
Expedition. 


There is a strain of paradox in the fact that on 
The Children’s April Ist there will come into operation a measure 

which is on all hands acclaimed as one of the 
Charter. wisest pieces of legislation that has ever enriched 
the statute-book of this country. Jews will 
naturally feel a certain amount of pride in the Children’s Act, owing to 
the fact that its author is a distinguished member of the community. But 
the feeling of satisfaction will not end there, inasmuch as the Jews in 
this country may congratulate themselves on the fact that the numerous 
evils aimed at in the new Act exist but to an infinitesimal extent 
in our midst. None the less, it is important that Jewish social 
workers, and particularly those who are brought into conta 
with our child population, should make themselves familiar with the main 
provisions of the new measure inorder that its objects may not be defeated 
by] the ignorance of those on whom its successful administration wilf 
mainly depend. For,as Mr. Samuel has cogently pointed out, the Act 
introduces a refreshing note into English legislation by the trust which it 
reposes in voluntary workers and agencies, thus emphasising the fact that 
the State is not merely a congerie of stereotyped machinery, but is @ 
plexus of social influences, all tending to the common weal. 
Workers in different fields will find provision made in the 
Act to meet great varieties of contingencies. The unhappy economic 
condition of the Jewish proletariat results frequently in unfortunate 
domestic conditions from which the children are often the first and the 
worst sufferers. The Act provides a weapon for dealing with these evils. 
Thus a child found in improper surroundings can henceforth, without 
having committed any offence against the law, be sent to an industrial 


- school, and parents can be compelled to provide proper safeguards for girls 


found to be in moral danger. These are but examples of a whole network 
of provisions making for the safety, the health, and the future welfare of our 
juvenile population. The Jews’ love of their children is proverbial, but the 
evil spirit of ignorance often triumphs over the angel of love, and, in so far 
as it redresses the balance in this perpetual combat, Jews will rejoice that 
the Children’s Charter, as the new Act has been happily called, has been 
placed on the statute book.

The annual report of the Russo-Jewish Com- 


Russo-Jewish mittee, which is summarised in another 
Cc itt R rt column, shows that the work of the Com- 
ommuttee epo * mittee is being continued to very good 
purposes. The Committee, unfortunately, 
has not a cheerful account to give of the situation in Russia. No- 
one, it says, can even hazard a guess as to when any improvement 
can be hoped for. In dealing with the Central Fund, _ too, 
the ominous remark is made that the contributing Committees felt 
that it would be a pity to break up the organisation which, owing 
to the continued unsettled state of affairs in Russia, may again be 
required at any moment. Certainly the outbreak of hostilities in the 
Balkans, with the letting loose of all the evil passions that usually follows 
such an event, might, if it involved the Russian Empire, be a source of 
renewed misfortune for our Russian co-religionists. We can only 
hope, therefore, that peace may yet be preserved in Europe. The Russo- 
Jewish Committee, we are reminded by the Report, has lost the services 
of Mr. N. S. Joseph as Chairman of its Executive Committee. Lord 
Swaythling, too, has, we are sorry to see, been in ill-health lately. We 
sincerely trust that his lordship may soon be restored to health and 
that the Committee and the excellent officers of the Committee may 
be still further strengthened for the important work which yet lies 
before it.

We have rarely read an 
utterance that could surpass Professor Haffkine’s address in intense 
fervour and sincerity. To this famous scholar and scientist the Torah is 
“a sacred title-deed of the Jewish birthright and pedigree, the Magna 
Charta incomparably the greatest in the possession of man, which was 
bestowed on our ancestors in testimony of the fact that they con- 
stituted a people, were to remain united for ever by blood relation- 
ship, to live among sister-races of mankind, according to a certain 
lofty code of morals, and to hand down their constitution religiously 
from generation to generation unaltered, whether they be gathered 
together or scattered over the face of the earth.” Professor Haffkine 
pictured the Torah as binding the Jews together as a people. In other 
cases it might be material considerations that performed this great 
function. But “with the Jews it had always been the Torah.” “ Vast 
nations of mankind were kept in existence and prosperity by being 
organised upon a common territory for work.and defence.” But the Jews 
have lived on through the centuries without the territorial bond, held 
together solely by the unifying tie of the Torah. “The Torah, therefore, 
was life"—N'A OVN YP. “In it was greater protection and defence than 
in fortresses.” There is a splendid ring about these sentences. This 
uncompromising assertion and re-assertion of the old, old faith comes 
refreshingly to hearts and intellects jaded by religious passions and spoiled 
by material success, This man who has seen much and thought much is 
still drawn irresistibly back to the Torah and theSidur. Has this no lesson 
for the rest of his people ?

wondered if this great revitalising force was to be lost to our people, 
From time to time, indeed, there have been signs that it is at our 
disposal to some extent, at all events. We have seen one Cambridge 
ex-student—the Rev. H. S. Lewis—joining the ministry. We find 
another from the same University—the senior wrangler of last year 
—throwing himself into the Zionist movement. Yet a third student 
Mr. Loewe, is devoting himself to the study of Hebrew literature. But what 
might not the intellectuality of young Jewry do to rescue those great causes 
from their present not too favourable position. For our part we are glad 
to notice the creation of Jewish associations at the various Universities. 
We believe they will be a potent cause in leading some of the best of our 
younger generation back to the old ideals. The attractions of the 
ordinary University environment are so powerful and irresistible that they 
will lose little by the attention given to the Jewish cause. That cause, on 
the other hand, stands to gain much. Whatever tends to preserve to 


Jewry, its intellectuals will be certain of encouragement by any who gi

THE TERRITORY DEFINED, 


DESCRIPTION OF THE COUNTRY. 


[Communicated.| 

On Friday, April the 2nd, the Jewish Territorial Organisation wil! 
publish, at its offices in King’s Chambers, Portugal Street, the report of an 
Expedition through Cyrenaica, conducted by Dr. J. W. Gregory, F.R.S., Pro- 
fessor of Geology at the University of Glasgow, for the purpose of investi- 
gating the suitability of the country for Jewish autonomous colonisation, 
Despite its great historic past, and its neighbourhood to Egypt, Cyrenaica 
has lapsed into a térra incognita, access to the interior of which is prac- 
tically prohibited to Europeans. The Expedition of the Ito, being under the 
auspices of the Governor-General of Tripoli, the late Redjeb Pasha, was 
able to move about freely, and thus to establish for the first time the 
geological conformation of the country and the exact nature of the water 
supply. Mr. Israel Zangwill, President of the Organisation, has written a 
lengthy “Preface: Historical and Political,” to the Report, which is illus- 
trated by forty photographs and maps, and will be issued at 5s. net. 


This official announcement will be read with great interest, and the 
details of the report, of which we shall give a full summary in our next 
issue, will be anxiously awaited. Meanwhile, for the information of our 
readers, we give a brief description of the country which has been visited !y 
the Expedition. 

Cyrenaica is a wide peninsular on the Eastern border of Tripoli, and 
its position can best be found by drawing a straight line due South from 
Cape Matapan at the foot of Greece. The name Cyrenaica is taken from the 
ancient city of Cyrene, which played a considerable réle in both general aud 
Jewish history. The modern name of the province is Barca. 

It consists of a succession of wooded hills and smiling prairies, well-watered 
by rain and perennial springs ; the climate is healthy and cool even during the 
summer months, and the moist sea breezes blowing over it protect thc 
country from the devastating wind of the desert. The most important town 
in Barea is Bengazi, which is situated on the Western coast of the pro- 
montory. It is built close to the sea at the extremity of a rich plain. Tlie 
harbour is well protected, but would need dredging to make it accessible to 
large vessels. 

Proceeding northward along the coast to Teuchira and Ptolemata, the 
traveller passes through a very fertile and beautiful country, though »ot 
much of it is cultivated. Ptolemata is admirably situated, and is unequalled 
along this coast for beauty, convenience and security. 

The ancient Cyrene is represented by the modern Grenneh, which 1s 
reached from Ptolemata through large and fertile plains, affording many 
beautiful vistas of scenery. The only other important town is Derna, 0!) 
the Eastern coast, which is surrounded by lovely fruit gardens. 3 

The whole promontory is full of interesting ruins and Grecian remaiis. 
A number of relics from Cyrene now figure in the British Museum. 

Cyrene, as stated above, is of considerable interest to the Jewis!) 
people. Jews settled there from Egypt under the Ptolemies, and tlc) 
passed under Roman rule. Jason, whose work is the source of the Second 
Book of Maccabees, belonged to Cyrene. The rebellion against Koma!

English Jewry’s 
Object Lesson. 


The conference extended over a whole week of deliberations and was 
attended by no less than 57 Rabbis, presided over by Dr. David Philipson 
of Cincinnati. The general interest felt in the 
movement throughout America was demonstrated 
when, in answer to an enquiry by the President, it 
transpired that no less than one half of the number 
of Rabbis attending the Conference had been sent up to its deliberations at 
the expense of their congregations. 
* * * * * * 


The broad-minded spirit of the Conference, abundantly evident through- 
out its deliberations, was strikingly manifested by the opening proceedings 
which were devoted to a memorial reference to eminent Jews who had died 
since its last meeting. There is no insularity about American Jewish 
thought. The world is its outlook. We thus find that the 
Conference took sympathetic notice of the deaths of Pro- 
fessor Oppert, of Berlin ; Hartwig Derenbourg, of Paris ; 
Otto Salomon, of Sweden; and Albert Liwy, of London. 
The reference to Dr. Lowy is exceptionally apt and graceful. But the out- 
standing evidence of intelligent catholicity is the memorial address given 
to the Conference by its Vice-President, Rabbi Max Heller, of New Orleans, 
in honour of the centenary of the birth of Samson Raphael Hirsch, the great 
orthodox Rabbi of Frankfort. Poles apart are the ideas of the modern 
American Reform Rabbis and the great German prophet of ultra-conser- 
vatism, but nothing could be more perfect than the appreciation by the 
Reform Rabbi of the character, purpose and influence of Samson Raphael 
Hirsch. What he might have been expected to regard as fanaticism, he 
terms “the intolerance of his zeal.” So completely does he understand him 
that although he says “I cannot accept his teachings,” he is able to say also 
that the spirit in which Hirsch taught “ electrified me and became a lifelong 
influence to me.” It is an exceptionally fine pronouncement throughout, and 
one rises from its perusal with respect equally divided for the great champion 
of orthodoxy and the Reform Rabbi who does him justice.

Evidently in America the number of children so afflicted is much greater 

than can possibly be the case with us. But the point is 
Religious Teach- that the American Rabbis recognise that they have a duty 
ing for the to these children.

In America, the care of the religious welfere of these sorely- 
ailicted members of the community is not left to chance announcements or 
‘ypathy, but comes under the purview of organisation and responsibility.

The Conference decided 
to “ca canny” for the present and, reading between the lines, one gathers 
that this resolution, in face of a strong “message” from the President, 
indicates that the Reform Rabbis are generally of opinion that the agitation 
was unwise and should be buried rather than resuscitated, a decision that 
will find much approval in the judgment of the Jews in England, who have 
followed the controversy as best they could with the limited data at their 
command. It only remains to be said that there was no trace of cowardice 
on the part of those who dissented from the President's fighting propaganda 
but a seemingly statesmanlike restraint that one hopes will have its effect 
upon opinion throughout the Jewry of America. 
* * * * * * 

The most “American” feature of the Conference is the part of its 
deliberations that concerned itself with what the synagogue ought to do to 
foster interest in, and observance of, Jewish festivals from the domestic 
point of view. A synagogue elsewhere does its best to provide a service on 
a festival that shall respond to whatever feeling there may 
be on the part of those who, having observed the festival 
at home, come to the service as part of the celebration. 
The American synagogue is evidently not content with this 
and takes some pains to assume the onus of the upkeep of 
the festival. It is a sign of strength of endeavour on the part of the syna- 
gogue that betokens a corresponding laxity on the part of congregations. 
For example, in regard to Passover, the Rabbis in America concern themselves 
with the provision of a congregational Seder. From our point of view the 
chief value of the Seder would disappear if it were converted from a 
sanctified “home” celebration into a public function, however impressive. 
Shevouoth seems generally recognised as the festival associated with 
Confirmation Services, the association being gathered, one may assume, from 
Continental practice. Succoth seems to be in the same position as in this 
country. People no longer have Succahs of their own, and we have adopted 
long since the American idea of a congregational Succah. We have our 
Chanucah Services, and so they have in America, but in America the syna- 
gogue gives a Chanucah feast, and it gives a similar celebration on Purim, 
thus easily passing us.

To sum up:—The volume before me is one which I have read with 
mingled feelings.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.

VIENNA, March 21. 
GALICIAN MINISTER AND THE JEWS. 

The newly-appointed Galician Minister, Dr. Dulemba, whose reputation 
as a man of justice preceded him, avails himself of every opportunity to 
prove that he does not merely represent the Poles, but the entire Galician 
populativn. He recently received a deputation of the Jewish Club, and 
assured deputies Gabel, Mahler, and Stand tht his attitude towards the Jews 
will, as hitherto, be determined by the strictest impartiality and justice. He 
stated that in his ministerial capacity he stood above party, and was ready 
to rive consideration to the wishes of the population and to listen to advice 
with regard to the removal of existing evils. He went on to refer in detail 
to the matters concerning which the Jewish Club had made representations. 
He said that the Sunday closing question was familiar to him, as he had once 
prepared a report on the subject for the Lemberg District Council. He 
recalled the fact that his predecessor had drawn up a memorandum on the 
same subject. He would make enquiries concerning the destination of the 
memorandum and inform the Galician Governor, who had a determining voice 
in the matter, of the views of the orthodox Jews. He promised to make 
enquiries concerning the difficulties placed in the way of Yiddish-speaking 
citizens by certain prefects, and to obtain redress. He also promiséd to use 
his influence with the Senate of the Galician Universities with a view to the 
recognition of the Jewish nation. 

A recent issue of the Jewish journal Selbstwehr, published at Prague, was 
confiscated by the law oflicers of the Crown for having reprinted from the 
Sonn-und Montagszcitung, of Vienna, an article by Dr. Friedrich Elbogen, a 
Jewish lawyer in that city, in which complaint was made of the rejection of 
the appeal for the pardon of Leopold Hilsner. (The subject was mentioned 
in the Jewtsu Curonicie, of the 12th inst.) Curiously enough the Vienna 
Censor of the Press passed the article on its original publication. 

The General Federation of Jewish communities in Austria is to hold a 
Conference in Vienna, on the 27th of next month, when a new Constitution 
will be presented for adoption by the delegates. The scheme sets forth that 
the Federation maintains a neutral attitude on all questions affecting the 
internal affairs of congregations, especially in regard to ritual, and guarantees 
the autonomy of individual congregations. 


GERMANY. 


An appeal has been issued for funds to found and build an Institute for 
the Jewish Blind in Germany. Within a week of the launching of the appeal 
no less than a thousand subscribers were enrolled. Another projected 
institution for which funds are being solicited is the Jewish Kurhospital at 
Bad Salzbrunn, the object of which will be to enable Jewish invalids in poor 
circumstances to take the baths. The administration of the Prince Pless 
springs has presented a site on condition that building operations shall be 
commenced not later than two years hence. The headquarters of the Hospital 
Committee are in Berlin. 

Judicial Councillor Placzek (by 40 out of 43 votes recorded) has been 
elected President of the Town Council of Posen, in place of the late Judicial 
Councillor Julius Salz, whose death was recorded a fortnight ago. 

Herr Julius Jacoby, President of the Executive of the Berlin community, 
completed his eighty-fifth year.on the 10th inst. In compliance with his 
wish no official cognisance was taken of the anniversary, but personal 
congratulations poured in from the members of the Executive and the 
Council and from other honorary oflicers of communal institutions.

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 19. 
CHIEF RABBI NAHOUM RECEIVED BY THE SULTAN. 


The Sultan having ratified the election, of Rabbi Nahoum as Chief Rabbi 
of Turkey, received him in private audience to-day. About noon, the Grand 
Master of Ceremonies of the Imperial Court arrived at the new and 

alatial premises of the Grand Rabbinate, where an immense crowd 

ail assembled, in order to accompany the Chief Rabbi to the 
presence of the Sultan. Three State carriages were provided, in 
the first of which were seated the Chief Rabbi, the Grand Master of 
Ceremonies and the Dragoman of the Rabbinate. The procession was escorted 
by a detachment of the Imperial Guard. On arriving at the Palace, the Chief 
Rabbi, accompanied by the President of the Consistory, was presented to the 
Sultan by the Grand Master of the Court. Rabbi Nahoum delivered a brief 
address in which he thanked the Sultan for the protection and marks of 
favour which he always accorded to the Jews in the Empire and assured his 
Imperial Majesty that his (Rabbi Nahoum) first duty would be to render still 


more profounc the sentiments of fidelity of the Jews towards the Sovereign 
and the Constitution. 


His Imperial Majesty, who was in full uniform and had by his side the 
Imperial Princes, replied, textually, as follows:—I have heard much that is 
favourable about your education and intelligence. I am happy, personally 
to aflirm that the praises which have reached my ears concerning you 
are fully deserved. As for the sentiments of fidelity of my Jewish subjects, 
I am thogoughly convinced of them; in fact, I never doubted them. I thank 
you sincerely for your intention to endeavour to fortify and dévelop these 
sentiments of fidelity. From your accent and pronunciation I note with 
pleasure that you have a marvellous knowledge of the Turkish language, and 
1 heartily congratulate you upon it. I hope you may for a very long time 
remain at the head of my faithful Jewish subjects of my Empire. 


The Imperial Princes also congratulated the Chief Rabbi, and several 
‘times the Sultan repeated the words : “It is a real pleasure to me to see 


chiefs so well educated; I congratulate you.” © His Imperial Majesty «|x, 
addressed a few cordial remarks to his Excellency Farhi Effendi, the Pr.<;

In a well-arranged and ¢|.4, 
speech, he showed how nearly 200,000 Jews suffered from the defects o| 
Mohammedan code of justice, to which they are still subjected. He summed 
their grievances in four essential points:—1l. Confusion of the Execu: 
Power and of the judicial power. 2. Ignorance of the Judges, who are tor 
the most part illiterate or are imbued with fanatical sentiments. °%. Absence 
of a code, judgments being given according to the Koran or according to the 
caprice of the Judge. 4. Absence of guarantees to defendants or the) 
counsel, to whom documents concerning law actions are not communicated. 

These revelations produced a striking impression on the majority of the 
members. In order to remedy this intolerable situation M. Fitoussi proposed 
as a solution the right of option in favour of French jurisdiction, which 
presented all the guarantees required by the laws of humanity. In spite of 
the urgency of the question, its consideration was adjourned until the next 
meeting in April, on the motion of an influential Mohammedan who is an 
anti-Jew.

rie newly-appointed Liberal Minister of Commerce, Timirazeff, stated 
‘na recent interview with a German Press representative that he keenly 
regretted the fact that Jewish rights have not yet been extended by the 
Government. "y regard the Jews as a very able people,” said the Minister, 
“and |am eonvineed that many of the restrictions imposed on them are 


aniust. However, no sooner do I attempt to admit Jews into commercial 
cehool!s beyond the number indicated in the percentage regulations than I 
am reminded by the Ministry of the Interior of the danger of showing 


leniency to ‘revolutionaries.” No doubt the activity of the Jews in the 
liberation movement has greatly diminished their chances of receiving con- 
eeasions from the Government.” Replying to the arguments of the corres- 
pondent, who pointed out to him the fact that the police always endeavour 
to throw all the blame for each crime on the Jews, and that the lawless 
position of the latter was responsible for their sympathy with the revolu- 
tionaries, the Minister said: “It is quite possible that the revolutionary 
propaganda has _made progress amongst the Jews on account of their 
oppressed state. 

it is worth noting that the Assistant-Minister of the Interior, M. 
Krizanovsky, only recently gave M. Niselovitch the same excuse for the 
failure of the Government to relax the Jewish position. Nevertheless, the 
Nasha Ziren has announced, on good authority, that the Ministry of the 
Interior will, in the middle of 1910, conclude its labours on, the Jewish ques- 
tion. and introduce a Bill into the Duma, defining the status of our coreli- 


gionists in Russia, 
THE FINNISH JEWS. 


The Finnish Senate has published the Bill it proposes to introduce into 
the next Diet, relating to the Jewish subjects of the principality and to 
those who have resided there for a period of ten years. According to 
the new measure, both those categories will receive full civil rights, 
and all religious disabilities in force against them will be abolished. 
As far as the Russian and foreign Jews are concerned, the Senate's proposed 
law is far from lenient towards them. Should the Diet approve the Bill in 
its present form, all Jews who are non-Finnish subjects will only be able to 
reside in Finland for a period of three months, Should they desire to 
prolong their stay in the province to six months, they will have to apply to 
the Governor for a special permit. The authorities, in conjunction with the 
municipality, will also have the power to extend the period of residence of 
foreign Jews in Finland to one year. In no case, however, will they be able 
to remain in the province for more than one year. The Bill also stipulates 
that the non-Finnish Jews should only be permitted to reside in the towns. 
Itis worth noting that the majority of the Jews who recently had to with- 
stand persecution at the hands of the Finns are Russians, whose rights will 
still remain very restricted even under the new law. 


SHECHITA PROHIBITED IN FINLAND, 


The Tsar has given his assent to the recommendation of the Finnish 
Senate prohibiting shechita in the Grand Duchy. The views of the Governor- 
General of Finland, who sided with the Jews, were thus completely ignored 
by the Russian Government. 


RIGHT OF RESIDENCE OF JEWS. 


\ movement is on foot in favour of exiling from Moscow two hundred 
Jewish merchants of the first guild, who were not registered in the ancient 
capital of Russia. 

The anti-Semites of Ekaterinburg, Svatez and Kalnick have petitioned 
the authorities requesting them to exile all the Jews from those centres. 
In some cases their appeals were accompanied by lists containing the names 
of Jews who have no right to reside in those towns. 

A number of Jews have been exiled from Dobrush (near Homel). 

The Senate, yielding to several petitions of the peasants, has permitted 
our coreligionists to reside in the summer resorts in the Pale during the 
months of June, July and August. Ailing Jews are still, however, forbidden 
© reside in the Russian spas outside the Pale. In order to remove that 
restriction, the Novoroseisk Municipality have petitioned the Ministry on 
behalf of the Jews, pointing out to the central authorities the losses incurred 
by the town through the prohibition. 


THE HOLY SYNOD AND JEWISH CONVERTS. 


The Holy Synod has had under its consideration the question of 
improving the condition of the Jewish converts, in order to entice many 
others of our coreligionists to abandon their faith. They have decided to 
request the Government to emancipate all converted Jews and to place them 
on the same level with all other members of the Orthodox religion; to 
Organise special courses for missionaries in Talmud and Jewish history; to 
grant support to the poor converts from the mission funds ; and to open 
asylums for poor Jewish orphans where the latter would be brought up as 
members of the Orthodox faith. In this way the Holy Synod hopes to effect 
the conversion of a large number of our brethren in Russia, more especially 
45 the latest order of the Senate with regard to the Mohammedan converts 
has deprived the latter of all the privileges enjoyed by non-Jews in Russia. 


THE GROWTH OF ANTI-SEMITISM. 

A considerable sensation has been caused by the announcement that ata 
meeting of the St. Petersburg Literary Society two well-known Russian 
suthors and former pro-Jews, Tchirikof! and Arabazin. declared themselves 
4s leaders of a new anti-Semitic movement amongst the intellectuels. It was 
on the oceasion of a discussion of a new comedy by the Yiddish dramatist, 
Shalom Asch, that they made their debit as Jew-baiters. They gave as the 
Principal motives for their change their desire to save Russian literature 
tom Jewish hands and their wish to demonstrate to our coreligionists the 
bower of the Russian people. The name of Tchirikoff has hitherto been very 
popular amongst our brethren on account of his drama, “ The Jews,” and his 
Speech has caused astonishment in all_circles. (His play was performed in 


London a few years ago.) 
STARVING JEWS. 
Reports from Yanovka, near Odessa, from Koshan, in the province of 
‘Sarabia, and Tiraspol, state that hundreds of Jews are literally starving 
there. The local communities are absolutely unable to meet the require- 
ments of the daily-increasing numbers of the unemployed, who walk about in 
the streets in a half-naked state begging for bread. 


OFFICIAL BOYCOTT OF JEWISH TRADE. 
Soldiers of the garrison stationed at Kutna, near Warsaw, have

DUMA NEWS. 

M. Smirnov, the Octobrist deputy who changed his opinion on the Jewish 
question on his return from a visit to Warsaw, has already given a practical 
demonstration of his sympathy with the Jews in the Committee on Sunday 
closing, where he supported the Jewish cause. 

The Polish deputies are endeavouring to provoke a discussion on the 
Jewish question, in order to seize an opportunity for a great demonstration 
against all national oppression in Russia. 

The Octobrists have withdrawn their promise, given at the beginning of 
the second session of the Duma, to urge the consideration of the Freedom of 
Conscience Bill before the summer vacation. 

A REAL RUSSIAN ACCUSATION. 

A fire broke out at the Real Russian co-operative stores at Potchayeff. 
The suspicion immediately fell on the Jews, who are accused of having sent 
incendiaries to set fire to the building. The Black Hundreds have also 
wired to the Tsar and to the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg imploring their 
protection against the Jews, who desire to frustrate the efforts of the Russian 
people to become independent of the Jewish traders. 


MOBILISATION OF THE FIGHTING GANGS. 

M. Dubrovin has despatched an urgent proclamation to all Real Russian 
branches calling on them to mobilise again the Fighting Gangs and hold 
them in readiness for grave and important events. It will be remembered 
that the Black Gangs were formed in October, 1905, and that they made 
their debut at the Jewish massacres that took place then. 


EDUCATIONAL NEWS. 

The Council of Count Witte’s commercial school at Kherson have 
requested the Ministry of Education to permit them to admit Jews without 
restriction. 

The Senate has declared that private schools may admit Jews without 
restrictions, thus confirming the original Ministerial order. 

The Jews have obtained permission to open a private gymnasium at 
subling 

The Odessa Jewish schools have appealed to the Jewish Colonisation 
Association for support, on account of the critical financial position in which 
they find themselves at present. 

The Tula Merchants’ Guild has had under its consideration the question 
of admitting Jewish children to the local commercial school, towards the 
maintenance of which our coreligionists contribute four thousand roubles 
annually. The question was decided in the negative, and the Elder of the 
Guild has been forced to resign his position for siding with the Jews. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Dr. Leon Goldsobel (of Warsaw), has received the title of State 
Councillor. He is the first Jew in Poland enjoying such a high distinction. 

The well-known Wilna communal worker, M. Lipetz, has been granted the 
title of Honorary Citizen. 

Two thousand roubles were, distributed among the St. Petersburg poor 
by the family of the late Baron de Giinzburg. 

The Kishineff Governor recently invited to his residence the local heads 
of the Jewish community, and ordered them to hand him over all Jéwish 
recruits who had obtained their release from service through illegal means. 
The news created a painful impression in the town. 

The Commander of the Odessa Military District has received instruc- 
tions, similar to those sent to Moscow, to disperse the Jewish soldiers among 
aS many regiments as possible. 

Dr Yochelmann announced at an Ito demonstration at Odessa, that the

in Russia. 


Two parties of forty-three Jewish emigrants were recently arrested at 
the Prussian frontier, near Mlava.

on the Congo), the Revs. T. F. Darroch, Dr. Lawson Forster, H. M. Lazarus, Fk. A. 
Morgan and ©. N. Tribe, and Messrs. S. Barnett and E. l). Morel. The Chairman, in 
opening the meeting, referred to a previous public meeting held in that hall a few 
vears ago, when they had met to protest against the outrages on the Jews in Russia, 
and said that the atrocities now being committed on the Congo were in no way inferior 
to those against which they had protested then. The chief speaker was Mr. Ek. D. 
Morel, the well-known founder and honorary secretary of the Congo Reform Associa- 
tion, who gave an exhaustive account of the iniquities practised on the Congo natives. 
Mrs. Forfeitt also narrated her personal experiences. A resqlution of protest was pro- 
posed by the Rev. H. M. Lazarus, and seconded by the Rev. Dr. Lawson Forster, who 
said that it was an excellent idea on the part of the Rev. ©. N. Tribe to associate that 
meeting with a Jewish synagogue, because in the Hebrew prophets of old they had 
the greatest teachers of righteousness the world had known.

NEW YORK, March 10. 
AMERICAN JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Representative Jews from a number of the leading cities of the country 
assembled in Philadelphia recently, on the occasion of the seventeenth 
annual meeting of the American Jewish Historical Society. The President, 
Dr. Cyrus Adler, was in the Chair. 

The officers presented their annual reports. The Corresponding Secre- 
tary stated that the membership, of the Society stood at 261, there being four 
honorary, thirty-eight corresponding, five life and 216 regular members. 
Publication number seventeen was noted as being now in the course of 
distribution. 

Messrs. Albert M. Hyamson and Henry 8. Q. Henriques, of London, were 
elected corresponding members by the Council. 

The Committee on indexing American Jewish periodicals reported 
through its Chairman, Professor Richard Gottheil. The report was sent to 
the Executive Council to be acted upon. The Curator, Mr. Leon Huhner, 
submitted his report. An interesting item referred to by him was the royal 
warrant of Colebrook, Nesbit and Franks in payment for provisions furnished 
to the British Army during the French and Indian War, the original of which 
is now in possession of the society. | 

The Treasurer, Hon. N. Taylor Phillips, reported the total assets of the 
Society as being $3,985 on October 1, 1908,

Hoffman, Newark, N.J.; Dr. Joseph Jacobs, New York ; Chas. J. Cohen, Philadelphia, 
Pa.; Dr. Alexander Marx, New York; Dr. Joseph Stolz, Chicago, Ul.: lr.

Margolis, Philadelphia, Pa.; Hon. Oscar S. Straus, ex officio, as Past President of the 
Society. 

Dr. Cyrus Adler delivered his presidential address on “ Washington's 
Rélations with American Jews,” at the afternoon session on the first day. Dr. 
Adler referred to the two Jews who were in the battalion which Washington 
took over the Alleghanies in 1751, during the French and Indian War, and to 
Haym Solomon, Isaac David and David Salisbury Franks, as well as other 
Jewish patriots of the American Revolutionary War. Chiefly, however, his 
paper described the addresses of the Hebrew congregations of Philadelphia, 
New York, Richmond, Savannah, Newport and Charleston to the President, 
and Washington's reply thereto. 

Mr. Phillips stated that the Society should take steps to mark by a 
proper commemorative tablet the house of Isaac Franks in Germantown, 
where Washington resided during the yellow fever epidemic of 1793. Mr. J. 
Bunford Samuel presented to the society a holographic letter of Rebecca 
Gratz, written in her eighty-first year. 

Among the papers read were the following :— 

Mark J. Katz, of New York, on “ The Battleship Maine and the Jews.” Albert 
M. Friedenberz, of New York, on “An Item Referring to Karly Jewish History in 
Pennsylvania. ‘These were but brief notes, drawn from an early work published in 
Germantown in the eighteenth century. Judge Mayer Sulzberger discussed the 
meaning of the term “ more Judaico” ith a very lucid manner. showing how this was 
originally used only in such oaths as were believed more eflectively to bind the con- 
science of the witness taking them. Leon Huhner, of New York. on “Some 
Additional Notes on the History of the Jews of Georgia and South Carolina.” Max J. 
Kohler, of New York, on “A Memorial of Jews to Parliament Concerning Jewish 
Participation in Colonial Trade, 1696." Mr. Kohler discussed and set out a petition of 
London Jews to the British Parliament of that year, protesting against the provision 
inserted in the proposed Act that only native-born Englishmen should be per- 
mitted to trade with the English Colonial “ plantations.” Dr. Herbert Friedenwald. 
of New York, on “Lasker, Bismarck and United States Minister Sargent.” 
When the great German Liberal politician, Eduard Lasker, died, in New 

York, early in Iss4, Congress ‘passed a resolution of sympathy with the 
German Parliament in their great loss, which Bismarck refused to receive for this 
purpose. Indeed, thereby Mr. Sargent, then our Minister to Berlin, found his position 
as envoy so untenable, that he was compelled to abandon his office. Mr. Kohler. 
Professors Gottheil and Morris Jastrow, jun., discussed Dr. Friedenwald’s paper, 
declaring that Bismarck’s act was not to be taken as an evidence of his anti-Semitism, 
but rather as flowing naturally out of his conflict and strife with Lasker. Samuel 
Oppenheim, of New York, on “ Early History of the Jews in New York. 1654—1664. 
Some new matter on the subject,” and on “ The Jews and Freemasonry in the United 
States before 1800." This valuable paper elicited considerable discussion which was 
articipated in by William B. Hackenburg and Julius Sachse, of the Masonic Grand 
odge of Pennsylvania, and also by Messrs. Kohler, Phillips, Friedenberg and the 
President. Samuel P. Abelow, of Brooklyn, on “The Historical Sketch of the 
Svnagogues, Schools and Charities of Brooklyn and Brownsville Jewry.” Leon 
Huhner, of New York, on “ The Jews of Virginia, from the Earliest times to the Close 
of the Eighteenth Century.” 
THE YOUNG WOMEN’S HEBREW ASSOCIATION. 


A large audience gathered in the auditorium of the Young Women's 
Hebrew Association, 1,578 Lexington Avenue, New York, on February 28th, 
on the occasion of the sixth annual meeting. The report of the President, 
Mrs. Israel Unterberg, showed an increased attendance during the year, 
which indicated the growth of the work. The attendance has increased 
by about 4,000 over the previous year. The Treasurer reported that the 
Association received during the year 12,543 dols., and paid out ex penses 
—ae to 12,567 dols., having at the end of the year a balance of 

ols. 

An address was delivered by the Hon. Otto A. Rosalsky on the need for 
encouragement of the splendid work of the Association. He called attention 
to the dreadful conditions existing among Jewish women owing to the lack 
of sufficient moral and ethical influence. 

Mrs. Henry Myers delivered an address on the position of women in 
Judaism. Addresses were also delivered by the Rev. Dr. F. De Sola Mendes 
and the Hon. N. Taylor Phillips. The meeting closed with prayer. 


JEWISH PROTECTORY AND AID SOCIETY 

The annual meeting of the Jewish Protectory and Aid Society, which 
conducts the Protectory for Jewish boys at Hawthorne, New York, was held 
on February 28th, at the Hotel Savoy of New York. The President, the Hon. 
Julius M. Mayer, in his report, dwelt on the fine work that had been done 
since the organisation of the society, and made an appeal for funds sufficient 
to pay off a mortgage, to establish a trades’ school, and to be able to establish 
at least four more cottages. 

The other speakers were Dr. Daniel C. Potter, of the Department of 
Charities, and Judge Robert J. Wilkin, of the Children’s Court in Brooklyn. 


The Directors held a meeting on March 1st, at which they elected Mr, 
Mortimer L. Schiff as President.

THE JEWISH THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY OF AMERICA. 


The Seminary has just received as a gift a notable addition to its 
library in the form of over 200 rare Hebrew manuscripts, representing the 
writings of notable Jewish scholars of former generations. The library of 
the Seminary, which already has one of the best collections of Hebrew books 
and manuscripts in the world, has now been greatly enriched by this gitt, 
which was presented by Judge Mayer Sulzberger, of Philadelphia, in memor, 
of his friend, the late Moses A. Dropsie. Judge Sulzberger had already, 4: 
the time of the opening of the new building, presented the Seminary with 
valuable collection of books and manuscripts. The present munificent vif 
raises the number of the Hebrew manuscripts of the Seminary to over twelvy-

a. Dropsie, who, at his death in 1905, left eight hundred thousan:! 
dollars for the establishment of the Dropsie College of Hebrew and Cognat 
Languages in Philadelphia, was for along time one of Philadelphia's mos: 
prominent Jewish citizens. He was born in that city in 1821, and began lif. 
as a store-boy, first learning watchmaking, but later studying law under 
Beniamin Harris Brewster, subsequently Attorney General of the Unite: 
States. After his admission to the bar, Dropsie was for a long period, in 
fact, until his death, interested in civic matters, at one time being a candidat, 
for Mayor, of the Northern Liberties district of Philadelphia on the W)\; 
Party ticket. Mr. Dropsie was connected with street railway building jy 
Philadelphia, and at the time of his death was still President of one of 1) 
shorter lines of the city. In 1870, he was Chairman of a commission to eo), 
struct a bridge over the Schuylkill River. He always took a deep interes: 
in Jewish charitable and educational affairs. He was President of ¢\) 
Maimonides College from 1867 to 1873, and of Gratz College from it found: 
tion, in 1893, to his death.

AUSTRALIA. 


The annual meeting and prize distribution of the Sydney Jewish Sabbath 
School was held on February 4th, when the subscribers Qnanimously approved 
of the amalgamation of the institution with the Sydney Jewish 
Education Board to form the New South Wales Board of Jewish 
Education. This amalgamation is a further outcome of Kab! 
Cohen's efforts to attain what he terms “sagacious co-ordination © of the 
isolated, sometimes antagonistic, efforts among which the religious, educs 
tional, philanthropic and social energies of the local community are expended 
without always securing adequate results. The new Board is to continue 
every former educational work in this city, and to undertake or reorganise, 
as opportunity offers, a large number of other instructional activities of a 
wider character, outlined in the new Constitution. The Sabbath Schoo!, 
founded by the Rev. A. B. Davis, in 1863, has an excellent record of work. It 
last year had 257 children on its register, with an average attendance of |: ' 
and a maximum of 228, in seven grades under seventeen teachers, seven 0! 
them professional and ten amateur volunteers. The percentage of regular 
attendants may seem very low to English educationists, but it is well up to 
the average of Australia, where the innumerable attractions of outdoor life 
often seriously affect the child's intellectual progress, while valualhly 
encouraging his physical development. 

In referring to the repeated successes of pupils of the Sydney Sabbath 
School in the essay competition for the Hampstead Foundation Prizes, the 
Rabbi condemned the sneering insinuations of a correspondent in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE as being baseless as well as cruel. In Sydney, to his own 
knowledge, no assistance was given to the writers of such essays beyond 
furnishing a list of authorities who should be studied, and the correction 0! 
any obvious slips of grammar of fact after the pupil had finished the compos'- 
tion on his own lines. | 

The statement of Mr. Walter Runciman, President of the Board 0! 
Education, that Australian schools had blotted out the name of the Deity 
from Shakespeare and Milton is deeply resented here, not only as being 
incorrect, but also as implying that education in Australia was organised on 
anti-religious lines. We are only too familiar over here with the frothy 
unsubstantiality of many politicians’ ad captandum speechmaking, and are 
accustomed to discount the recklessness of partisan talk. But it was 
imagined that a public man of Mr. Runciman’s standing would be aware of 
the complete and satisfactory treatment of the problem of conflicting 
religious requirements in education attained in Australia. The State, as an 
education itself, or as a subsidiser of education, here stands apart from 
sectarian strife by undertaking only the secular side of instruction, while 
placing its organisation at the free disposal of the sects themselves 
for the form of spiritual instruction which the parents of each individu il 
child may care to select. This is a system which the British public may be 
wise enough to follow, if only it can succeed in eliminating the influence ©! 
the narrow antipathy which appears to prevail between Churchman and 
Nonconformist. Jews here, like every other religious body, however sm.!l, 
have the right of entry for two hours in each week to every school 
maintained by the State. Every child can receive two hours of his own fur 
of religious instruction on the public school premises, in addition to the 
communal arrangements of the particular denomination for Sunday Schoo! or 
other classes. The responsibility of providing and supervising teachers of 
religion, remains of course with the religious body itself. The only co- 
munion that objects to this arrangement is the Roman Catholic Church, 
which asserts the importance of pervading the school its children attend 
with a special “ religious atmosphere ” of its own. 

In the case of the Jewish community here, those parents who care for 
the doctrinal or Hebrew instraction of their children (and itis unfortunate!) 
necessary to allude to this question of parental interest) can, in addition t 
securing them the two hours of ordinary school time, during which the 
teachers of the Education Board visit such schools asJinclude sufficient Jewish 
children to warrant the formation of a small class, also send them for an hour- 
and-a-half of additional Hebrew instruction to the classes open to all comers 
held on the synagogue premises on Sunday mornings, as well as to the hours 
lesson in religion given in the Sabbath School. Thus the Jewish commun''y 
here provides a weekly total of four-and-a-half hours’ instruction in Judaism 
and Hebrew. There were in 1908 just over 300 Jewish children receiv '"+ 
instruction from the visiting teachers of the Jewish Education Board in six 
public elementary schools in Sydney, and about 160 attending Sunda) 
Hebrew School. The average attendance during the year was about 240 at 
weekday classes, and 100 on Sundays, some 150 of these same children also

If these totals cannot be considered an adequate representation of e 
Jewish population of nearly 6,000 souls in the region covered by the arranse” 
ments of the Board, that is entirely due to the apathetic attitude of a section 
of the Jewish public, not altogether unknown in England too, whose connec 
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son with their communion is more nominal than active. But asa solution of 
the problem of denominational training for the children ofa small community 
widely scattered among neighbours of other faiths, this Australian system 
has proved satisfaetory ever since it was established in 1882, upon the 
\lution of the separate Jewish school previously maintained in Sydney 
since 
~ \te. Hugo Wertheim has made himself very popular with the aristocracy 
¢ Lvbour in Australia, by investing a large amount of German capital in 
Melbourne, in establishing a large pianoforte factory on six 
Melbourne. acres of land at Richmond, a suburb of thatcity. Mr. Wertheim 
will make a start with 500 workmen, when the commodious and 
up-to-~late factory is completed, under the supervision of Mr. Nahum Barnet, 
the well-known architect. Mr. Wertheim’'s business career would form an 
‘nteresting chapter in the romance of business. He is a native of Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, where his uncle, about the middle of last century, founded a 
mangle, sewing-machine, and pianoforte factory. About forty years ago the 
Vrankfort manufacturer sent his nephew to push trade in Australia, and he 
eneceeded far beyond anticipations. When old Wertheim died, it was found 
that he was a multiple millionaire, and all his money was inherited by his 
dauchter, who had married Hugo Wertheim. The new enterprise of estab- 
lishing a large piano factory in Australia has become possible since the 
Commonwealth has adopted a high protective tariff, and many of the expert 
stall in the Frankfort factory, many of whom are Jews, will be transferred 
to Melbourne,

NOTABLE ADDRESS BY PROFESSOR W. M. HAFFKINE. 


(he distribution of prizes to the children attending one of the two 
Talmud Torah Schools at Calcutta was held recently. © Professor Waldemar 
M. Haffkine, C.LE., presided, and Mrs. H.S. Howard, wife of one of the leading 
members of the local community, distributed the prizes. The school has as 
its President Mr. Elias Meyer, of Calcutta and London; Mr. M. A. Sassoon is 
Treasurer, and Mr. Ezra Arakie is the hard working Hon. Secretary. There 
are 125 pupils of both sexes, whose ages range from four to twelve years, 
and practically all of them are children of the very poorest Jews. Instruction 
is free, and a free meal is given daily. A complete clothing outfit is given 
to each pupil two or three times a year. Last year the income was €570 and 
the expenditure £410; with the available surplus several improvements will 
be introduced in the school. 

Following on the distribution of prizes, Professor Haffkine delivered an 
address, in the course of which he said that the support of the Talmud 
Torahs had for Jews a wider meaning than might at first appear. The 
question was often asked: How was it that the Jewish communities dis- 
persed all the world over and living mostly under such adverse circum- 
stances had survived the frightful calamities that befell them in the past 
and still overtake them in our days? What was there in the race that pre- 
served it from extinction ? The answer, it seemed to him, was obtainable 
even from superficial observation. Let a stranger find himself in some 
county of England, or in the steppes of Russia, the Caucasian Mountains, or 
in China, and endeavour to ascertain whether there was a Jewish community 
inthe land. How would he enquire? Would he ask for a people speaking a 
certain tongue? Their people spoke in different countries different 
languages. Would he indicate the appearance and attire of the people he 
meant? Again, in every part of the world Jews dressed differently. Their 
personal features and appearance would help little, for their kinsmen had 
altered a good deal in various lands, and, furthermore, the appearance of men 
and women was made up considerably of accidental effects—the way they 
dressed the hair or beard, the ornaments they wore on the head and face, 
the habitual expression and demeanour which they unconsciously borrowed 
from their neighbours, and so forth, the result being that an English or 
French Jew often looked surprisingly more like his countrymen of other races 
than like Jews of Arabia or Russia, for instance. Enquiries into the history 
of the natives would generally be of little avail, for, in most cases, such 
histories had been lost with the lapse of ages. But let the stranger enquire 
whether there was in the land a people who venerated the Sepher Torah and 
prayed from the Hebrew Sidur. If so, he would know of course that he was 
in the presence of Jews. The stranger had to ask for a people who kept and 
venerated the ancient Hebrew Sepher Torah and the traditional Jewish 
prayer-book ; not translations and versions. For translations, versions and 
compositions of Hebrew and non-Hebrew texts were, fortunately, for the 
whole world, found now in the hands of hundreds of millions of their fellow- 
men and women of other races. Such versions would, therefore, not serve as 
4 guide. It was only, when one came across a community who not alone used no 
translations, but for whom a single letter partially obliterated in the old text, 
rendered that text not genuine and unserviceable, that he knew for certain that 
he was among Jews. Now, the very way in which a stranger had to set out 
in search for Jewish communities supplied the information as to what had 
preserved those communities from extinction. For the concommitance of the 
Torah and Sidur with Jews could be no fortuitous coincidence ; its invariable 
constancy proved this impossible; and, in fact, it was no such coincidence. 
The Old Bible and Prayer-Book, the only possession of Jews with which they 
had never parted throughout the ages and in all lands, had moulded, 
and still moulded, the brains and hearts of young and old; and the quiet con- 
sciousness of that possession kept alive the pride and the unconquerable 
Spirit of the race. Whenever the possession and knowledge of Torah was 
fortuitous and external, the owner was not a Jew. A small remnant of the race 
Was stated to have been found at Kai-feng-fu, in China. In that case, as in 
Others, how had the discovery been made ? Two ancient Sepher Torahs had 
been found as objects of veneration among the people, and ruins of asynagogue 
Still existed in the proximity of their dwellings. A company of missionaries 
had heard of this find, and applied themselves to obtaining one of the 
Sepher Torahs. Like a small child who would part with a diamond for a 
piece of cake, so these forlorn Jews parted with one of the Sepher Torahs, 
hot aware that they were doing what was in reality an act of racial suicide. 

he missionaries had got the Sepher Torah. They regarded it as an object of 
sreat value, and studied it for the purposes of research and criticism, For 
all that they would not be mistaken for Jews. To Jews the scrolls of the 
law were not an object of scientific or other curiosity. For a community of 
mie to be Jewish they must be brought up from their tenderest ch ianood 
egard the Sepher Torah as a sacred title-deed of their birthright and 
pedigree ; the Magna Charta, incomparably the greatest of all in the posses- 
on Of man, which was bestowed on their ancestors in testimony of the fact 
that they constituted a people, were to remain united for ever by blood- 
relationship, to live among sister-races of mankind according to a certain 
of morals, and to hand down their constitution from 
cetaee ion to generation unaltered, whether they be ce oe or 
child red over the face of the earth. The Talmud Torahs taught our 
fren fidelity to those instructions bequeathed to us; and the old

Pe seete agogue kept the grown up and their children loya 
teaching and to their people. It had been truly said that bread 


alone would not keep man alive; still less was it bread alone 


that kept in existence a community of men. Technical education 
would make of a boy or girl a prosperous man or woman, and would 
thus provide the manna of which they stood in need. But why was 
it that they thought at all of those poor, that they felt the ties of responsi- 
bility and obligation in regard to them, that they had preserved a hold on 
their affection and compassion? Where was the key to their remaining 
bound together as a people? Was it prosperity, or was it the Law? With 
many other peoples the key might be prosperity. With the Jews it had 
always been the Law. Indeed, Judaism had remained, while embodied in the 
persecuted and poor, faithful to the Torah; it has never lived in those pros- 
perous and rich who had forsaken the Torah. The Torah was therefore the 
promoter of all help, the fountain-head of all charity. Again, we had been, 
and were still, witnessing the magnificent efforts of the Chovevi-Zion. the 
faithful Rothschilds, the devoted Dr. Herzl, Dr. Max Nordau, Dr. Marmorek, 
Mr. Zangwill, Mr. Wolf, and their co-workers, who had been striving to build 
a home for the masses of the Jewish people. Our benedictions and our help 
were due to their efforts, and mainly, to the efforts of those who did not 
forget Jerusalem. A common estate and home preserves, indeed, for cen- 
turies a family by keeping it together. Vast nations of mankind were kept 
in existence and prosperity by being organised upon a common territory for 
work and defence. But let them compare the possession of the Torah with 
that of a territory: Unlike any other nation which the world-had known so far, 
the Jews had remained unsubdued and indomitable for centuries upon cen- 
turies while deprived of a land, but carrying with-them into exile the scrolls 
of the Law; and was there a Jewish community anywhere, however safely 
domiciled, which had given up the Law for the short lifetime of one generation 
only, and which had survived that separation ? Had Jews given up the Torah, 
where would have been the people that they sought to build a home for? 
Where would have been the race, now stated to number 10,000,000. still 
united by kinsmanship, possessed by the same bonds of sentiment which 
were the instruments, nay, the very makers of all great deeds? The Torah, 
therefore, was life. In it was greater protection and defence than in 
fortresses. Those who forsook the Torah, who worked to bring it into con- 
tumely, to weaken the hold it had on us, condemned to dissolution and 
extinetion the people who nurtured and sheltered their fathers and fore- 
fathers through all peril, to whom they owed their life, their very presence 
on earth. He therefore held up for their respect and gratitude the names of 
the teaching staff. They were their benefactors and benefactresses, for they 
taught the children. In ancient times, when the Jews led a pastoral life and 
used to estimate all things worldly in the value of so many sheep and eattle, 
it used to be said: “ When a cow of thy teacher has gone astray and a cow 
of thy father has gone astray, thou shalt go first in search for the cow of thy 
teacher.” Thus, since remotest antiquity did our people know and indicate 
the right attitude towards learning and towards teachers.

DEPUTATION TO THE HOME SECRETARY.

For more than a year delegates from the Jewish Board of Deputies, the 
Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, the London 
Council for the Promotion of Public Morality, and the National Vigilance 
Association, have been considering the need of amending the laws dealing 
with the suppression of the White Slave Traflic, and the Vagrancy Act, 
1808. Having agreed upon certain amendments, they approached the 
Home Secretary, and asked that he would receive a deputation from the 
above-mentioned bodies in order that they might submit to him the proposed 
amendments. Mr. Gladstone assented, and has fixed Tuesday, the 50th inst., 
at the Home Office, for the deputation to wait upon him. It will be intro- 
duced by Lord Braye, and will be supported, amongst others, by the Bishops 
of London and Southwark, the Chief Rabbi, the Archbishop of Westminster 
(represented), Lord Kinnaird, Mr. Claude G. Montetiore, Mr. Arthur R. Moro, 
and several Members of Parliament.

INTERESTING FUNCTION, 

The earliest synagogue in Cambridge stood by the side of the Guildhall. 
Here also were the cemetery and Jewry. On the coming of the Franciscans 
in 1224, the synagogue was handed over to them by the burgesses, the Jewry 
having previously moved to the neighbourhood of St. Sepulchre’s and All 
Saints’ parishes. The stone walls of the old synagogue are still standing, and 
in 1784 a tombstone bearing in Hebrew the words: “The pillar of the 
burial place of Israel ...." was discovered. The site of the cemetery is 
thus tixed. Dr. Stokes is of the opinion that Jews were to be found at 
Cambridge all through the Middle Ages, Fifty years ago there was on the 


site of the present Union a synagogue, maintained by itinerant merchants in 
Cambridge, Ely and the. vicinity. In SSS the present eongregation was 
founded, the picneers being among others the late Dr. Israel, Dr. J. Israel, the 
Rev. A. P. Bender, Mr. Harris, Mr. Kahn, and Mr. lL. W. Jacobs, in whose house 
services were held, After occupying premises in Petty Cury and Great St, 
Mary's Passage, the congregation now meets in Park Terrace. Vivat, Crescat,

The dinner of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation, which comprised 
some of the beauty, the chivalry—and the intellect—of the community, at the 
Trocadero Restaurant on Saturday evening, was a very gay affair, and the 
gaiety was so infectious that even the toast-master caught it, and he 
announced with great solemnity “ the ante-prandial benediction ” and “ the 
litany of thanksgiving after the breaking of bread.” Kvery guest was 
favoured with an artistic souvenir menu, designed by Mr. Herbert Loewe, 
who gave a witty Hebrew translation of the various dishes.

The Chair was taken by Professor ISRAEL GOLLANCZ, in the absence, 
through indisposition, of the Rt. Hon. Arthur Cohen, h.C. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing “The Cambridge Hebrew Congregation,” 
referred to the astonishment, bewilderment and consternation with which 
he had received the visit of two representatives of the Cambridge Hebrew 
Congregation who came to tell him of the impending influenza of a wiser and 
better man, and to ask him to come to the Lyons Palace, and, unlike Daniel. 
to make an after-dinnner speech. He was sure his effort would fall far below 
what Mr. Cohen would have said. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) He only 
wished he were “here, here”! He made graceful allusion to the happiness 
of the occasion and said that one could not disguise the fact that at this 
time in the history of modern thought there was much defection and it was 
of the happiest augury that so many Jewish members of the university 
had banded themselves together to proclaim their Judaism. They had great 
hopes from this congregation for the young men who constituted it were, 
to all intents and purposes, the hopes of the future of Jewry. 


The Chief Rabbi as Childe Roland. 


“lam astonished to think,” Professor Gollanez continued, “ that twenty 
years have passed since on one memorable occasion there came to Cambridge 
the Chief Rabbi, whom we are pleased to see here. He came up that dark 
and lonesome tower at Christ's, where I had my humble attic, like Childe 
Roland, but with no execration on his lips, no ‘ fee, fie, foe, fum! I smell the 
blood of a Jewish man!” but merely with the desire to see what could be 
done to meet in conference the undergraduates and deal with the very 
pressing problem of how to bring about a union of forces and something 
like congregational life. In my room he met various undergraduates, and, as 
a result of that conference, it was determined that some plan should be 
taken to bring about a union that should be called the Cambridge Hebrew 
Congregation.” 

Subsequently, Professor Gollancz explained, it had been left entirely to 
the undergraduates to work out what should be the particular form and 
ideal of the congregation... He dealt with other details of the history of the 
Congregation, of the part played in it by the Rev. H.S. Lewis, Mr. Leon, of 
John’s, and Mr. Harris, whose absence he regretted. He also paid a tribute 
to the services rendered to the Congregation by the late Dr. Schiller 
Szinessy, by Dr. Schechter and Mr. Israel Abrahams. 


Mr. Abrahams’s Services. 

Professor Gollanez’s reference to Mr. Abrahams’s name was the signal 
for loud cheering, which was renewed when the Chairman alluded to Mr. 
Abrahams’ genius in helping young men and asserted that the University 
had honoured itself in electing him as Dr. Schechter’s§ successor. 
Anothe. burst of cheering greeted a reference to Mr. Hersch, head of the 
Jewish house at Perse School, and to Mr. Herbert Loewe, “who is making 
Hebrew literature his profession and a labour of intense love and enthu- 
siasm.” He alluded also to the present officers of the congregation, Mr. 
Sonnenthal, the Treasurer, Mr. Nathan, the Hon. Secretary, and Mr. S. 
Brodetsky, the President. He commended the congregation for its outside 
activities, and drew attention to the first issue of the Cambridge Hebrew 
Congregation Publications, an address by the Rey. G. H. Johnston Ross. In 
conclusion he expressed the hope that the aspiration of the congregation to 
possess a synagogue of its own might be realised, ) 

The toast was drunk with enthusiasm, and briefly acknowledged by the 
President, Mr. BRODETSKY. 

Oxford Toasted. 


Mr. E. LEVINE in a witty speech proposed the health of the Oxford 
Hebrew Congregation. He expressed satisfaction at the fact that although 
the Cambridge Jewish undergraduates were deseribed as the future leaders 
of the community the Oxford men were there to share the burden. One 
unique feature of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation was that it had no 
cemetery. They did not want one, Whenever they had any differences they 
managed to bury the hatchet without a cemetery. }

He had been sitting next to 
Miss Emma Gollancz, one of the first Jewish lady students at Newnham, and 
he drew attention to the omission of references to the lady members of the 
Cambridge Hebrew Congregation.

Dr. Rouse, Headmaster of the Perse School, and the Rev. Dr. Whitehouse. 

Dr. Rouse in the course of his reply, alluded to the pleasure which it had 
been for him to arrange for the Jewish house at Perse School, which was « 
great success. 

Dr. WHITEHOUSE said he had been greatly inspired and instructed by wiia' 
he had heard. He alluded to his friendship with several Jewish scholars, and 
expressed his gratitude to the Jewish peeple for having given him his mos! 
precious possession. 

The last toast was that of the Chairman, proposed by Mr. IskAf! 
ABRAHAMS, who enthusiastically described the services rendered by various 
members of the congregation to make the dinner a success. 

The toast was drunk with musical honours at midnight. 

The dinner did not conclude the festivities, as dancing was afterwards 
indulged in in an adjoining department.

Mr. ARTHUR STIEBEL, Senior Warden, moved a vote of congratulation to 
the Chief Rabbi on his approaching 70th birthday. ote 
it) Mr. D. Q. HENRIQUES seconded the motion and expressed admiration for 
the manner in which Dr. Adler performed the duties of his office amid many 
difficulties. The Chief Rabbi was an honour, ornament, and source of great 
strength to Anglo-Jewry and to world-wide Judaism. Dr. Adler had shown 
every consideration to that congregation and its members. 

Mr. O. J, SIMON, in supporting the motion, said that Dr. Adler had a great 
hold on all the members of the congregation. 

Mr. H. G. LousADA referred to Dr. Adler's great services in bringing the 
different sections of the community more closely together. 

The motion was also supported by Mr. C. G. MONTEFIORE and the CHAIR- 
MAN, and was carried unanimously. 

Mr. B. ELKIN MocaTtta moved the adoption of the balance-sheet, which 
was seconded by Mr. J. G. LoUSADA and carried. 

Messrs. J. M. Ansell, H. Q. Henriques and E. D. Léwy were elected 
Wardens, and Sir Edward Stern, Messrs. H. B. Montefiore, Oswald J. Simon, 
P, S. Waley, E. Montefiore Micholls and A. Stiebel, members.of the Council 
for the next five years. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the retiring Hon. Officers. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the recommendation of the Council as to 
the salaries of the Rey. Morris Joseph and ef the Rev. Isidore Harris was 
agreed to. 

The Treasurers in their printed statement record that :— 

The number of members admitted during the year was forty-nine, as compared 
with thirty-nine the previous vear. The resignations were twenty-four, against 
fifteen in the previous year and there were thirteen deaths. The present appropria- 
tion of seats is 448 on the ground floor and 586 in the ladies’ gallery, yielding a seat 
rental of &5,622 10s. The income of the past year shows a decrease of £7 13s, 2d., and 
the expenditure an increase of £1,225 9s. 6d.; the income was £5,681 15s. &d.,’and the 
expenditure £6,914 Iss. 4d.. showing a deficiency -of £1,235 2s. 8d. The hospital 
sermon preached by the Rev. Isidore Harris realised £520 10s. 9d. The usual Hebrew 
and Religion Classes have been held on Sunday mornings. The instruction is given 


by the Rev. Morris Joseph, the Superintending Minister, with the assistance of five 
teachers. The West London Synagogue Association continues to command the 


attention of the Congregation, and interesting meetings under its auspices wére held 
at intervals. The philanthropic. branch is doing excellent work. The special services 
for children are held regularly on Saturday morning, and the attendance is contin 
uousiy increasing. The services are conducted by Mr. C.-G. Montefiore and Mrs 
Morris Joseph. ©n the recommendation of the Ministers’ Training Fund Committee, 
the Council renewed the award of the Theological scholarship of £100 to Mr. Vivian 
>. Nimmons at the beginning of the year, to enable him to continue his studies at the 
London University. He has now taken the B.A. degree with honours in London and 
has proceeded to Berlin, where he is persuing his Hebrew and Rabbinical studies at 
the Lehranstalt. A grant of £50 was made, as usual, to the Burial Society of the 
United Synagogue towards the cost of « harity funerals: a grant of £50 was also made 
to the Visitation Committee and one of £20 to the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society 
A special additional grant of £100 was made to the Jewish Board of Guardians in aid 
of its Jubilee collection. The’ reconstruction of the organ was su cessfully completed 
in time to allow of the instrument being used dliring the autumn festivals and the 
charge to revenue on this account amounts to * 1.680. 


Home for Aged Jews. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the governors and subscribers to the Home for 
Aged Jews was held on Sunday at the Home, Nightingale Lane, Mr. E. L. 
FRANKLIN, the President, in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet 
(which was summarised in our last issue), said that that was the first occasion 
of an annual meeting since they had been in possession of their new Home 
for the first completed year. They would perhaps remember that in the 
month of October, 1907, they came into those premises, and therefore they 
were there but little over two monthsin that year. If they looked round the 
Home they would find that very considerable. progress had been made in the 
institution. Thanks to the generosity and skill of their Vice-President, Mr. 
Isaac Davis, the garden, which had been ina very disorderly condition, had been 
tidied up and promised to be very beautiful in the summer. Mr. Moss Harris 
and Mr. M. Schneiders had also rendered great assistance in supervising 
the work and had arranged to pave the front drive free of all expense to the 
Home. Then there was the synagogue, which had been furnished by the 
generosity of Mr. Louis Lebus, who had carried out the intention of his father, 
the late Mr. Harris Lebus. The synagogue presented a very fine appearance. 
The electric fittings in it had been given partly by Messrs. Falk, Stadel- 
mann and Co. and partly by their old friend, Mrs. Koppel, and Mr. George 
Levy. They also had a very excellent and complete laundry, the erection of 
which had been ably superintended by some members of the Committee. It 
was one of the best-equipped laundries of any institution of the Jewish:com- 
munity—indeed, he might almost say of any community. Their Vice- 
President, Mr. Isaac Davis, had presented to them a portrait of himself. 
Another valuable gift during the year was a typewriter, presented by Mr. 
Harry Barnett and his friends, which had been of great use to the Secretarial 
Department. Only that week they had received a gift of sanitary appliances 
for the infirmary from Mr. Joseph Jacobs, of Plymouth, and a promise of 
aprons from the North London Doreas Society, per Mrs. Leuw. In the report 
they called attention to the health of the inmates; it was extremely 
gratifying to find that it was so good, in fact, it was quite unprecedented. 
At the present moment they had 126 inmates, and at the Committee 
meeting held a few minutes previously they had decided to declare vacancies 
for eight more. During seven months they had only had to lament one 
death, and during a period of eight months only two of the old people 
had passed away. He would never be content until the Home contained 
its full complement of 160 persons. But even to maintain 126 people they 
required their subscription list to be increased by £500, and to maintain 160 
which they ought to do—they must have that amount raised by £700, and, 
therefore, they required in all £21,200 a year extra. That might seem rather 


a large sum, but when he told them that it worked out at 7s. per inmate, they

they were at that Home. 


they had had the advantage of a Ladies’ Committee, and they were all very 
grateful for the valuable assistance that Committee had been able to give. 
They were earnest in their work and they took a real interest in it. They 
were not treated as Ladies’ Committees used to be treated when they were 
only allowed to make certain suggestions, which, as a rule, were never 
carried out; but they were given power, and they used that power to the 
advantage of the Institution. The Committee had been an unqualified success 
and they had worked in complete harmony with the House Committee s, 
ably presided over by Mr. Harry Marks. He would also like to pay a 
tribute to his colleagues on the General Committee. There were very fey 
presidents of institutions that had their task made so easy for them as he had 
had. Had they not been able to work so well together the success which he 
thought they might claim for the institution would not have been anything 
like so great as it was. Another gratifying event that he had to report was 
the establishment of a Home for Aged Jews’ Aid Society, under the able 
secretaryship of Mr. Van Leer and the presidency of Mr. Ernst Schiff. In 
connection with that society he would like to say that it had not been estab 
lished with any feeling of rivalry towards any of the other aid societies. The: 
believed that their friends in the East End were sufficiently generous and 
large-hearted to support more than one or two institutions, and it was onl) 
necessary on the part of the members of the Aid Society Committee to 
point out the merits of the institution to induce those people to give 
their subscriptions to them without taking them away from other institu- 
tions. He would also like to thank Mr. Van Leer, who had organised 
entertainments during the winter season. There had been no less than 
twenty-two concerts given to the inmates during the winter, and more were 
still to come. He had done himself the pleasure of attending two of them. 
There had certainly been a gratifying increase both in subscriptions anc 
donations, but still it was utterly impossible to maintain 160 inmates for th 
same amount of money or anything like it, that was necessary to maintain 5) 
people in the old Homes at Stepney and Hackney. He had found himself, and 
most of them would find, that the way to interest their friends 
in the Home was to bring them to the Home. Example was 
better than precept, and in future he would make his subscription of ten 
guineas instead of two guineas. It was very gratifying to them to have such 
expressions of satisfaction with the Home as they found in the Visitors 
Book. They owed a great deal to the Home for Incurables, as that was the 
first Institution which was founded:on modern lines, and possibly if it had 
not been that the Home for Incurables had built that splendid place at Totten- 
ham, the Home for Aged Jews might not have been quite so ambitious as 
it had been. 

Mr. ISAAC DAVIS seconded the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, 
which was carried. | 

Mr. M. DuraRc, in proposing the re-election of the honorary officers, said, 
that, with the exception of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum, the President, who had 


served the Institution for a great number of years, was the head 
of the Institution containing the largest number of inmates gathered 


within the walls of any Jewish institution. It was no light task to be Pres: 
dent of an institution like the Home for Aged Jews. He was ably seconded 
by the Vice-Presidents and the Treasurers. During the year they had a ver) 
valuable acquisition in the person of the Honorary Solicitor, Mr. S. Gluck 
stein. It went without saying that they would also re-elect their Honorary 
President, Lord Wandsworth, but for whose generosity they would not have 
been there that day. 

Mr. A. J. LOGETTE seconded the motion, which was carried. 7 

Mr. Isaac Davis briefly returned thanks on behalf of himself and his 
colleagues. | 

Mr. M. CASH, in proposing the re-election of the Honorary Auditors, said 
that as one of the founders of the Aid Society, he had listened with great 
interest to the remarks of the Chairman, and he could promise them that th 
Aid Society would do their utmost to further the interests of the institution. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the Committee was re-elected, with the 
addition of Mr. Ernst Schiff, Mrs. J. S. Henry and Mr. S, Gluckstein. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. L. Molen, the 
Master, Mrs. Levy and Mrs. Molen, the Matrons, said that they worked as 
hard for the institution as anyone. Their Collectors also, Mr. Charles 
Abrahams and Mr. L. Lesser, did the best they could for them. . 

The Rey. ISAAC SAMUEL seconded the motion, which was carried unan'- 
mously.

THE “SAMARITAN” BOOK OF JOSHUA.

-It was in the columns of your journal that you had the kindness to 
publish my first letter demonstrating the inauthenticity of the Samaritan 
Joshua discovered by Dr. Gaster (July 10th, 1908), as well as an extract from 
the reply of Dr. Gaster to my letter in the Times of October 3rd. 19OS, in 
which he did not spare me, while he dealt very little with the question itself 
y. Times of October 5th, 1908). I now think I have the right to ask you to 
insert my final reply on this subject in your journal in order to spread a 
little light on this befogged question, and in order that your readers may 
form a sane judgment on this matter, which has become so disagreeable. 
Although my reply comes a little late, I hold that it is never too late to dis- 
close the truth. 
lcan quite understand that it is painful to an Oriental scholar who has 
made a journey to the East and has returned thence with the fortunate dis- 
covery of a very ancient book—of a new book of the Bible, so'to speak—to 
find himself all at once disillusioned, all his discovery vanished into thin air, 
and all his eradite and scholarly work become superfluous. I can assure 
Dr. Gaster that for no consideration in the world would I have been induced 
to cause him this pain had I not been absolutely convinced of the quite 
recent compilation of this book which he had contrived to invest with so 
much importance. But as I am so convinced, I believe it to be my duty to 
proclaim the truth even at the risk of having to cross swords with a man 
like Dr. Gaster. For I confess it is not so easy and pleasant to argue with a 
man who regularly consigns essential matters to oblivion, and clings to 
msigiilicant things in order to bolster them up and to make it appear as 
though they constituted the centre of gravity of the question. 
_ All that [ have to ask of Dr. Gaster is this: In case he deigns to reply 
this time, let him reply directly, and without any deviation whatever; and 
then | ask that he should occupy himself less with the personalities of his 
adversaries and with the extent of their knowledge or ignorance, which has 
nothing to do with the solution of the problem, and is but, a means of deflect- 
ing the attention of the reader from the main question. 
Here are my questions :— | 
|. A book of which several copies have been recently sold, and of which 
the most ancient (which was found by me), that in the handwriting of Murdjan 
Aldanfii, is dated seventeen years ago.* If it is not a completely new 
composition, it must have been copied from a manuscript, if not very ancient, 
at least older than seventeen years. If such a manuscript existed, where is 
it, and what has become of it? What madman would have destroyed or lost 
a book so precious? And how comes it that not one of the Samaritans not 
only does not possess such a manuscript, but has never heard of it ?| 
*. How is it that the Samaritans will not sell at any price (not even 
at the rate of 1,000 franes for a single leaf!), nor even show a manuscript 
Which must be in existence according to the opinion of Dr. Gaster—the 
Samaritans who are in the habit of showing eagerly all their oldest manu- 
scripts, even their holiest book, the Torah of Abischa? Can the Samaritans 
Who for centuries (since 1590, the date of their letter to Scaliger), have refused 
W give this book to strangers, all of a sudden, have sold several copies 
three to Dr. Gaster alone), without any difficulty, and then refused again to 
show the ancient MS. at any price? Are the fates in league against Dr. 
Gaster? Let us suppose that all the Samaritans are liars. What interest 
ave they in concealing from view a book that is so much sought after at 
the present moment? If some do it for the purpose of being able to declare 
themselves the authors, as Dr. Gaster believes (Zeitschrift der Deutschen- 
Moryent indischen Gesellschaft, Vol. LXUI., No. LIL, p. 538), why did these same 
People not declare themselves as the authors sooner, at the moment when 
they sold him the copies of this book.

of this book of Joshua (ie.,in the parts which are not extracted from our 
Bible)—which is his strongest argument in favour of the antiquity of this 
book--why did he pass over in complete silence the fact which 1 showed 
(Jewish World, 18th December, 1908) that in the “* Nouvelle Chronique Samari- 
taine,” translated into Hebrew by Murdjan, and published by Mr. Elkan Adler 
(Revue des Etudes Juives, 1905),even the chapter which treats of the life of the 
present High Priest is written in the same Hebrew style as the non-Biblical 
part of the Book of Joshua? § 

But let us leave the living Samaritans out of account. Dr. Gaster 
assures us that they are all liars (Zéitschrift der Deutschen-Morgen- 
lindischen Gesellschaft, ibid., p. 537). Let us look at the book itself. 

>—How is it that precisely all the non-Biblical parts of this little 
hook are of a style which harmonises neither with the Biblical style in 
general nor with the rest of this book itself? Had it been a composition of 
the Biblical epoch, when the meaning of the Hebrew language was well 
developed, would it have been possible, forexample, to place a verse like that 
of the Samaritan Joshua xi., 2 (which is found also in the Arabie Joshua, 
chap. xviii.) between verses 1 and 2 which are in pure Hebrew (because 
they are taken from the Biblical Joshua)? Can one ever admit that the 
story of Schobah and Nobah (Samaritan Joshua xvi., et seq., which is full of 
Arabisms) is of any Biblical style whatever ? 

6.-In the case of many of these Arabisms which swarm in this little 
book in the part which is not copied from our Bible, Dr. Gaster seeks to 
show (Z.D.M.G. ib. pp. 514—515) that they are good “ Samaritan” expressions 
which are also to be found in their liturgy. For a book that it is claimed to 
have been the ancient Hebrew text of the Samaritans of at least 2,000 years 
ago, ought it not to be shown that they are expressions in pure Hebrew and 
not phrases which are to be found in a liturgy composed at a time when the 
influence of the Arabic tongue had already penetrated it ? 

7.—The most ancient copy of this book (written by Murdjan in 1891) 
coincides literally with the text published by M. Lunez in 1905, The 
most ancient copy of the text of Dr. Gaster’s version (written, also 
by Murdjan—in 1901), is also in the same Murdjan’s possession, and it is 
from that that all the copies were made for Dr. Gaster. That they are the 
same [I was told by the High Priest and Abischa ben Phineas.) According to 
Dr. Gaster, both examples ought to be copies of an ancient manuscript. How 
comes it then that the two copies, made by the same scribe, vary so much one 
from another, in the sense that one, and that one, the second, is much ampli- 
fied and even augmented by several chapters in the middle of the book ? Is 
not the explanation simply that this second copy had its original in a second 
redaction undertaken by the same author after ten years had elapsed. since 
the first redaction, the first copy of which found (in 1900) a purchaser in M, 
Lunez ? 

And finally, what are the positive and affirmative proofs of Dr. Gaster for 
the authenticity of this book? I seek them in vain in all the chapters v.-xil. 
of his preface. (Z. D. M. G. ib., pp. 216-236), which are written with so much 
erudition and subtlety, but, unfortunately, we can find absolutely nothing. 

I. Does not the literal agreement of the Samaritan Joshua in the Biblical 
part with our Massoretic Joshua against the Septuagint ($3 59, 40) simply 
prove that the compiler of the Samaritan Joshua availed himself of the 
Massoretic Joshua solely ? 

Il. Is not the almost complete agreement between the Samaritan Joshua 
and the Massoretic Joshua from the palweographical point of view (S3 41-45) 
precisely one of the best proofs that we have before us nothing but a book 
which is absolutely dependent on the Massoretic Joshua and not on a 
different book ? 

Ill. Can one accept, as an irresistible proof for demonstrating that 
Josephus must have had before him the Samaritan Joshua discovered by Dr. 
Gaster, the sole fact that both mention certain facts in enumerating them, 
although they do not agree in other respects? And has this chapter of the 
division of Palestine among the tribes which Dr. Gaster admires in an extra- 
ordinary manner really any traces of antiquity ? Is there not in this chapter, 
three- times, mention of the Mediterranean Sea under the name of Yam 
hammelak in the western confines of Ephraim, Zebulon and Asher, which can 
onlv be a translation of the Albahr Almaleh of the Arabic. And then the 
Arabie names of Athlith, Djinin, ete., which are not found in the whole of 
Josephus; and at the end the Sea Kinnereth (Genezareth) as the Eastern 
limit of Judah! 

IV. All the parallels with the contents of this volume in Jewish litera- 
ture (chap. VIIL-XII.) only show one fact; that many legends or details of 
the facts concerning the epoch of Joshua, which are found among the 
Samaritans in general, are of ancient origin. But whence can we derive the 
fact that it is this book which is the prime source of these legends among the 
Samaritans, and not the reverse—that the contemporary author of this book 
has gathered in his volume all these additions from other Samaritan books 
which exist in Arabic (these were probably formerly translated from some 
Hebrew Midrashic works), as the influence of the Arabic language is shown in 
the style of everything contained in this book, which is not copied from the 
Massoretic Joshua ? 

| reserve to myself the right to revert in detail on another occasion to 
these “proofs” of Dr. Gaster. For the moment I believe I have sufficiently 
demonstrated the untenable nature of his opinion that he believes to 
have found, so easily, a book at least 2,000 years old.

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Zionism at the Universities. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. NORMAN BENTWICH, M.A. 


Whether for good or for evil the Jewish Nationalist movement has now 

secured a sound footing at the English universities. Oxford led the way, 
and was shortly followed by Cambridge. Then Leeds joined the two older 
universities, and now London has declared its adherence to the cause. (One 
of the prime movers of the London University scheme is Mr. Norman 
Bentwich, M.A., of Lewis House, who has favoured a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE with an interview on the subject of the desirability of 
forming associations of Jewish students at the universities, pledged to up- 
hold the Nationalist cause. Mr. Bentwich is a graduate of Cambridge, and 
has only a slender connection with the University of London, but his com- 
munal work in the metropolis and his enthusiasm for this particular cause 
have marked him out as the right man to undertake the spade work that is 
necessary in order to bring the University of London into line with Oxford 
and Cambridge. 

“ The Society, which we are forming in London, is to be called the Univer- 
sity Zionist and not the Nationalist Society,” Mr. Bentwich remarked to our 
representative, “A great many people dislike the term * Zionist,’ either 
because of their opposition to the English Zionist Federation, or because 
they think that it tends to narrow the conception unduly. It was therefore 
suggested, at one time, that our movement should be called the London 
University Jewish Nationalist Society. But then it was pointed out that 
there was a certain danger in‘using the word ‘ Nationalist,” inasmuch as this 
would suggest to non-Jews that the adherents of our cause regard themselves 
4S a nation apart from the English people.” 

And is that not so ? 

“It isa wrong and mischievous impression—wrong in itself, and mis- 
chievous, inasmuch as it would lead the outside world to believe that Jews 
are not prepared to exercise fully their rights and duties as English citizens.” 

What, then, is the Zionist position ? 

“The Zionists desire to form a Jewish national centre in Palestine for 
those Jews who cannot enjoy a free life in the countries where they dwell, 
and those who desire to live the Jewish life more fully than is possible in the 
Dispersion. But this centre, though it would have its own laws, language 
and culture, would not, in my view, for a long time, be an independent 
political state, nor would it contain many English Jews. The work of Zionist 
students in England is mainly to foster the historic consciousness among 
themselves and the people, and to give what help they can to the Jewish institu- 
tions which are fast growing up in Palestine. At the same time, they feel 
in the fullest. measure a pride in their English citizenship, and like their 
non-Jewish fellows take a deep interest in English political questions.” 

But do they feel that they can completely identify themselves with the 
English nation ? 

“They feel that, as Jews, this is not possible. They cannot be as 
entirely English in thought as the man who is born of English parents and 
descended from ancestors who have mingled their blood with other English- 


men for generations. Jews must always have a feeling of sympathy 
and brotherhood with the Jewish people in all other parts of 
the world, and must always, in some degree, remain _ socially 
separate, if they are to continue loyal to their religion. There 


is no use disguising this fact. To me it seems impossible to separate religion 
from nationality in Judaism, without destroying both. The Jewish religion 
is, and must ever remain, national, and Jewish nationalism is, and must ever 
be, religious. It is not fair to apply the same reasoning to Jews as to other 
people. and to say that it is only a religious creed which distinguishes Jews 
from non-Jews, because the religious commtnity of Jews is also a national 
community. Remember, it is only within the last hundred years that it has 
been suggested that Judaism can cease to be national. The fundamental 
cleavage between Judaism and Christianity was that the Christian community 
rejected the national law, while the Jews felt it to be essential. Even after 
the loss of their independence they refused to give up their national aspira- 
tions, and they have endured persecution throughout the centuries since 
that time in the hope of realising those aspirations.” 

But if Jewish Nationalism is a good thing, it is good for all Jews, 
is the idea of introducing it into the universities ? 

“1 agree that it is good for all Jews, but at the same time it makes a 
special appeal to. Jewish students. What is making for the growth of 
National sympathy at the universities is the fact that young men who think 
for themselves always want to know the reason for things, the end which 
they subserve. As students of history they find the end of Jewish life and 
the reason of Jewish survival in the restoration of the Jewish nation. It is 
only through such a restoration that Jews can again become an active force 
in the world. A man who studies history or science or whatever you like 
has it brought home ta.him quite clearly that a living culture is always the 
outcome of a particular social and political environment. It is only in so 
far as a people are grouped or gathered together in national communities 
that they can develop a special mission.” 

But many of us believe that it is the special mission of the Jews to be 
scattered over the world, in order that by freely mixing with other peoples 
we may bring the influence of our religion and morality to bear upon them ? 

“Scattered, perhaps, but with a national centre. Two fallacies 
underlie this objection to Zionism. First, in most of the places 
where we are supposed to be spreading our ideas, we _ are 
miserably cooped up. Secondly, when we are not cooped_ up, 
as a matter of fact we do not spread spiritual enlightenment. The paradox 
of our position is that it is only in the ghettos that we produce any Jewish 
culture, and if we live in the ghettos we are necessarily stunted in body and 
mind and shut off from our surroundings. But if we were to become a nation 
again, Jewish culture would again have a universal value, as it had in the 
time of the old nation. A ghetto which is expanded into a country is that 
excellent thing which every nation is. At present, the Jew does not know, 
and therefore cannot spread, his culture. As soon as he is free, he merges 
himself in the ideas and life of his surroundings, and he does not bring 
thereto anything distinctively new or original. _ 

“It is in this way that Nationalism appeals rather differently to the 
University man and to the man in the street. It attracts the crowd from 
the material or economic side, but the University man looks at it from its 
ideal aspect—as fulfilling the meaning of Jewish history and of the con- 
tinuance of the Jewish people. The difference is something like that which 
lies in the appeal of Socialism to the working classes and the educated classes 
respectively.” 

Why. were only the present students of the University of London invited 
to your recent meeting ? 

“We think it better to form a society for younger students, in the first 
instance, and later on, perhaps, to constitute another society for older 
graduates. Men under twenty-five and over that age look at things rather 


What 


differently. Was it not Kingsley who said that the future of a nation always 
depends on the ideas of its young men under the age of twenty-five?” : 

Is there not the fear that the formation of Jewish Zionist. or national! 
societies at the Universities will tend to cut the Jewish students off from 
their fellow-students, and so to defeat the chief object for which they go up 
to the University ? 

“Such associations will not deter them in any way from taking part ip 
the ordinary University life. In fact, the keener a man’s sympathies with his 
own ideals, the more likely he is to take a large part in the life of the 
university. Thus, the man who, at present, occupies the position of Presi. 
dent of the Zionist Society at Oxford (Mr. Leonard Stein; is Treasurer of the 
Union Society, and likely to be its next President; and the President of th: 
Cambridge Society is the Senior Wrangler.” 

But what about the views of so distinguished a university man as, say. 
Mr. Claude Montefiore, who has said recently that he has much more jp 
common with the British noble or the British workman than with the newly 
arrived Polish Jew, except, of course, in matters of religion ? ; 

“ Well, Mr. Montefiore’s work in the community is the best answer to his 
own arguments. He imagines he has more sympathy with the Briton than 
with the Pole; his life is a proof to the contrary.” 

May it not be, however, that the community is divided into two classes 
—those of more or less English descent, who have struck their roots deep in 
English soil, and who therefore feel themselves Englishmen in the fullest 
sense, and those who, living in countries where the rights of nationality are 
denied or having recently come from such countries, regard themselves as 0) 
the Jewish nationality ? 

“Ido not take that view. Of course, Zionism will appeal more to th 
latter class than to the former, but it is just as. true for emancipated Jews. 
living and long settled in countries where they enjoy absolute freedom, as 
for the others. Because, on the one side, Zionism has the function of saving 
the Jews, and on the other, of saving Judaism. While the Jews are in danger 
in the one case, it is Judaism which is menaced in the other. IL should fee! 
disposed to say that where a Jew no longer recognises himself as a member 
of a nationality, his Judaism, or that of his descendants, is imperilled, 
Judaism without its national observances, and without its culture, is a mere 
belief, and mere belief will never hold men together. The object and 
purpose of our national observances is to preserve the Jews as a separate 
people with a peculiar function; and a separate people can only develop 
themselves liberally and fruitfully in their own proper environment. Hence, 
consciously or unconsciously, every religious Jew is a Nationalist,” 

There is the argument of the impossibility of Jews ever again acquiring 
Palestine as a Jewish State? 

“That argument involves two old bogies—(1) that Jews cannot get the 
land, and (2) that if they were to get the land they would not all go there. 
As to the first point, it is becoming much easier than before to settle in Pales- 
tine.. As to the second point, it isnot contemplated, nor would it be desirable, 
that all the Jews should return-to Palestine. What we want tosecure is the 
condition that obtained in the first two centuries B.C, and the first century 
A.C., when there was a Jewish National centre in Palestine, and larger 
settlements outside. All these settlements looked to Jerusalem for the 
development of the law and the religion and were kept in touch with it by 
special Jewish taxes and large deputations which went up at the three 
Festivals to the Temple. As Philo then wrote: ‘One country cannot contain 
all the Jews because of their large number ; for which reason they are spread 
over most parts of Asia and Europe, both on the mainland and in islands. 
They regard Jerusalem, in which lies the holy temple of the most High God, 
as their mother city ; but the various countries in which their fathers, grand- 
fathers and ancestors have dwelt, they regard as their fatherlands, for in 
them they were born and bred,” 

Do you expect to be a large Society ? 

“It is too early to say yet. There are well over 200 Jewish men and 
women—our society is open to both, of course—at present studying at the 
various Colleges of London University. Our preliminary meeting, held a 
few weeks ago, was very hastily summoned. But we have already about 
fifty members, and I hope that, without counting upon older graduates, we 
shall become not only the largest numerically, but also the strongest Zionist 
University Society in England, and that we shall be able to take a prominent 
place in the Union of English Zionist students. 

What will be the work of your Society ? 

“Our first and chief duty will be to learn about the movement, and about 
Jewish history and Jewish literature. We hope to have, besides genera! 
meetings for discussions and papers, study circles for these purposes. And 
one of the proposals of our new Society is to organise each year a party o! 
Jewish University students to visit Palestine. Believe me, seeing is 
believing, and the Zionist faith is now a belief in things seen.” 


NATURALISATION RETURN. An official return just published shows 
that the total number of aliens naturalised during the year 1908 was 5:'. 
Of these, 174 came from Russia, the number being the highest of any 
nationality in the list. The next highest figure was 168—the number o! 
Germans naturalised during the year. Forty of the new British citizens 
came from Austria-Hungary, sixteen from the Netherlands, and nine fromm 
Roumania. Of the 174 Russians naturalised, forty-two resided in London, 
seventeen in Leeds, eighteen in Manchester, six in Liverpool, seven in 
Scotland, and twenty-three in Ireland. The list contains, as usual, a large 
number of names of Jews.

During the past few days there has been issued a correspondence between 
the Home Secretary and a judge of the City of London Court arising out of the 
latter's inaccurate statements at a meeting about the number of alien 
Crivinals. We are not concerned with the exact merits or demerits of 
filter side, but it seems clear that Judge Rentoul spoke as though there 
were a continual increase in alien crime, whereas the official figures for the 
Vnited Kingdom in 1907 and 1908 prove the reverse ; and that he gave as an 
illustration of his point that in three-fourths of the cases he had tried during 
4 recent week aliens of the worst type were concerned, whereas the fact was 
that of the twenty-one persons who had come before him that week only 
four or, including a doubtful case, five were aliens, and of the sixteen 
Sonvieted only thtee were aliens. To our mind, Judge Rentoul’s explanation 
that his lecture was written a number of years ago, and that the reference 
to the cases he had tried was only a passing illustration, does not in any way 
®xcuse him. If the bulk of the lecture was written when conditions were 
ullerent, it was the most desirable to reconsider all its statements in the 
aad the most accurate information available, so as not to give a false 
i P ‘ssion ; and if an illustration was to be given from his own experience, 

‘ery care should have been taken to make it exactly true. Prejudiced 
Statements are mischievous from whomever they come; when made by a 
judge they may do untold harm, for people rightly attach more weight to 
What is said by a person holding a judicial position than to the utterances of 
politician. The greater the authority, the greater the responsibility of the 
Speaker. And nothing is more to be deprecated than that magistrates or

THE ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 
THE MEETING OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


The conference of the Central Committee, which has been called for the 
purpose of considering the affairs of the English Zionist Federation con- 
sequent upon the course taken by Dr. Gaster at Sheflield, will meet at the 


Hotel Metropole, Leeds, on Sunday next. At the end of last week a 
circular addressed from the oflices of the English Zionist Federa- 


tion was sent out to the societies, signed “ L. Gelman, Clerk,” urging them 
not to respond to the invitation to send delegates to the Congress. Upon 
this an identical telegram was sent to all societies, signed by Mr. Greenberg 
as Vice-President, repudiating the circular. Early in the week a further 
circular, also signed “L. Gelman, Clerk.” was sent out from the 
offices of the English Zionist Federation impugning the validity of the 
conference and making the statement that Herr Wolffsoln had written to Mr. 
(rreenberg urging a certain course. It now transpires that “ L. Gelman 
Clerk” was instructed by Dr. Gaster to send out these circulars. Notwith- 
Standing his resignation at Shetlield, Dr. Gaster has refused to give up 
the kevs of the Bureau or rive access to books or papers, 


have at one time expressed his willingness to do so if requested 
by seven members of the Executive Committee elected at Sheffield, 
but although two letters have been sent to him formally asking him 


if he would do so, he has sent no reply. It will be seen that it 
is entirely incorrect to say-—as Dr. Gaster’s last circular does—that Herr 
Wolffsohn proposed any course to Mr. Greenberg. A perusal of the letter 
read by Mr. Greenberg, at Saturday evening’s meeting and given textually 
in our report of his speech forbids any such conelusion. There will be a 
large attendance of delegates at Leeds, on Sunday next, the proceedings 
being timed to commence at 10 as. The meeting, we are informed, has been 
called strictly in accordance with the constitation which provides that upon 
the requisition of a certain number of members of the Central Committee a 
special meeting shall be held. Such a requisition was sent to Mr. Greenberg, 
who was declared elected Vice-President by Dr. Gaster at Leeds, Dr. Gaster 
at the same time giving Mr. Greenberg's election as his reason for resigning 
the Presidentship. : 

In connection with the Convention at Leeds next Sunday,a mass meeting 
will be held in the evening in the Albert Hall. Mr. Victor Lightman will 
preside. Mr.and Mrs. Lightman will entertain the delegates to dinner at 
the Great Northern Station Hotel.

A meeting of members of London Zionist societies was held at the Jewish 
Working Men’s Clab, Great Alie Street, on Saturday. Mr. L.J. GREENBERG 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the meeting had been called for the purpose of 
discussing the present situation of the English Zionist Federation. He asked 
those present to offer suggestions as to what should eventually be done to 
meet the present difficulties. 

Mr. Isnaki Couen (Hon. Secretary pro tem. of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion), said that he thought it would be best for the deliberations if he gave 
the meeting a brief account of what took place at Sheffield. It was quite true 
that reports from various delegates and the reports that appeared in the Press 
were not quite complete, and the reports that reached them by word of 
mouth were perhaps not quite exact. It wasonly natural that each delegate at 
Sheffield was likely to be somewhat influenced by his own feelings, and con- 
sequently the versions that had reached them differed somewhat from the 
actual proceedings. That fact, as also the fact that another conferehce was 
going to be held on March 28th, and that a great deal of agitation had been 
going on and that they were assembled there that evening, might impress 
them that tremendously sensational scenes occurred at Shettield. He would 
like to disillusion them. The Conference conducted its proceedings calmly. 
Until the last moment, no-one imagined that the results of the Conference 
would have been overthrown. Unfortunately, owing to the amount of time 
that was occupied in the discussion of the report and the mid-day meal, 
little time was left for other work. There existed a certain amount 
of dissatisfaction among the delegates owing to the small amount of work 
that had been accomplished by the Executive, and that dissatisfaction was 
expressed by a number of delegates present, which aroused the ire of the 
hon. officers to sueh an extent that many of the speakers, instead of being 
allowed to express their views freely, were often interrupted by the Chair- 
man. He did not intend dealing to any great extent with what had happened, 
but he wished to point out that at the conference free expression was 
given to the fact that little had been achieved by the Executive during the 
past twelve months, and delegates asserted the principle that no individual 
should be excluded from the Executive who desired to serve on it, and 
who had shown by his’ previous work that he would be of 
great use. Those were the main points in the discussion, but, 
unfortunately, neither of those points appealed to the Chairman. 
That gentleman was satisfied with the amount of work done in the 
past, and expressed once more his strong aversion to the inclusion on 
the Executive of what he called the element that could not be unified to the 
then existing element. It was quite clear what the Chairman meant, and 
that was that he did not desire the election of Mr. Greenberg or Mr. Cowen 
on the Executive. In order to explain his attitude and to support the 
position he took up, Dr. Gaster related certain incidents that had occurred 
not merely during the past twelve months, but during the past sixty months, 
and referred to the time when the East African proposal was first brought 
into the field. Surely a man who stood at the head of the English Zionist 
Federation ought to understand that by constantly dragging into 
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the light of day the records of past controversies, he did a 
great deal to prevent the union and _ reconciliation which every- 
body desired. In the course of his reply to the discussion on the 
report, Dr. Gaster, at a very solemn moment, announced that he had in his 
possession a document that would create a great sensation. Dr. Gaster pro- 
duced a letter which he said had been sent by the late Dr. Herzl to Mr. 
Cowen, and he proceeded to read it. It was the letterin which Dr. Herzl sug- 
gested that there might be a possibility of carrying on negotiations with a 
view of a possible settlement of Jews in Morocco, and which had already 
been made public twelve months ago in the course of the proceedings in 
connection with the alterations of the Articles of the Jewish Colonial Trust. 
The impression that the reading of that letter caused was that the writer 
did not display that purity of Zionism which was embodied in the reader 
of that letter, and it was clearly intended to impress upon the Con- 
ference the absolute purity of Zionism that was possessed by the Chair- 
man, a purity such as should secure his position as President of the English 
Zionist Federation for an indefinite future. In his opinion, the reading 
of the letter seemed intended to cast a slur upon their late 
leader. There was nothing in the proceedings which bore in the least 
degree on the letter. Then why was it brought to the conterence 
at all? After the result of the election was announced, Dr. Gaster 
said he resigned because of the election of an individual who was not 
acceptable to him. There were three nominations for the pesition of Vice- 
President of the English Zionist Federation, and Dr. Gaster should have 
made it quite clear before the election that he would not continue to act as 
President if a certain individual or individuals were elected. If that 
deglaration had been made, it might have influenced many men at the 
Conference, but as no declaration was made it. was right for. all 
to assume that Dr. Gaster would be ready to abide by the 
result of the election. With regard to the voting paper that 
had been missed by Mr. Brown, that gentleman applied to the 
Chairman for another, but the Chairman refused to accede to Mr. Brown's 
request. Immediately upon the announcement of the result, however, Mr. 
Bentwich said that the election was illegal, but the Chairman did not give 
the least support to this objection. It was said, on the other hand, that Mr. 
Brown's votM@ig-paper was stolen. If that were the case, the Chairman 
should have recalled all the papers and have ordered a fresh election. 
Besides announcing his own resignation, Dr. Gaster announced the resigna- 
tion of others, including that of Mr. Leon Simon, who was not even present. 
By this action Dr. Gaster showed that he recognised the election of 
Mr. Greenberg as perfectly legal. As Dr. Gaster refused to 
hold oflice, he Mr. Cohen) was at a loss to see why that gentleman would 
not deliver up the keys of.the office and the property to those who were in 
power, in spite of the representations made to him. Moreover, Dr. Gaster 
had adopted the attitude of a piqued school-boy, and had said to him, “I 
shall show you, I shall pay you out.” He had also warned them that if 
they endeavoured to take possession of the oflices they would be trespassing, 
and he would hold them responsible for any loss, Was such conduct dignified, 
was it even justified? It did considerable damage to the movement which 
Dr. Gaster pretended to have at heart, and it would probably deprive him 
of the small remnant of support that he still enjoyed. One thing was certain 
—that nobody could be a leader of a cause which he brought into disrepute., 

Mr. WALTER NATHAN said that they dwelt too much upon the legality of 
the election. If the President refused to act as such, then the Vice-President 
must do the work. Mr. Greenberg had been elected, and it was only right 
that, in the circumstances, Mr. Greenberg should now act as President of the 
new Federation. 

Mr. GREENBERG said that from what he had heard, the election at Sheffield 
was as legal as any previous election in connection with the Zionist Federa- 
tion. As soon as the names of those who had been elected were announced, 
Dr. Gaster said that he refused to remain President because they had 
elected Mr. Greenberg as Vice-President. As he had said before. that was 
not English politics; it was introducing the polities of the Balkans into 
Anglo-Jewish life. He agreed with Mr. Cohen that Dr. Gaster should have 
declared that if he (Mr. Greenberg) were elected, he would refuse to act as 
President. But what Dr. Gaster really reckoned on was to see Mr. 
Greenberg defeated. Immediately he heard what had occurred at 
Sheffield, he’ telephoned to Dr. Gaster, asking him’ why he resigned with- 
out consultation, and urged him to call a meeting and see what could be done 
to preserve harmony inthe movement in England. Dr. Gaster replied that 
he could not call a meeting as he was no longer President. Eventually, Mr. 
Greenberg arranged for a meeting to take place at the offices of the Federa- 
tion, of those gentlemen who had been elected, but on going to the offices he 
was told by the lady in charge that her orders were to allow nobody to gain 
admittance. He telephoned to Dr. Gaster, but he was informed by Dr. 
Gaster’s assistant that he refused to speak to him. However, he gathered 
together some of the members who had been elected, and it was decided 
at the meeting that at least the Shekel collection should go on. Dr. Gaster 
had, in his first conversation, suggested what he had the temerity to call a 
compromise, and that was, that the whole of the election at Sheffield should 
be null and void, and that the old Executive should go on till the next election 
next year. That was Dr. Gaster’s idea of a compromise. He (Mr. Greenberg) 
replied that he could not agree to that; he was under personal obligation to 
at least half of the Conference, and therefore he could not allow 
anything of the sort to occur. He had been in communication with Herr 
Wolffsohn. After the meeting of the Actions Committee Mr. Wolffsohn sent 
him the following letter :— 

Cologne, March 18, 1909. 

Dear Friend Greenserc,—I greatly regretted that you did not come to the meet- 
ing of the Greater Actions Committee. Messrs. Moser and Bentwich,. who attended 
and with whom I discussed the question of Zionism in England, informed me that a 
way had been found of removing difficulties and rendering harmonious co-operation 
possible. The plan is in effect that the entire Executive Committee elected in Sheffield 
should now resign, and that a new Conference of Delegates should be summoned for the 
election of an Executive Committee. After the meeting, the headquarters of the 
English Zionist Federation are tobe transferred to Manchester, and Dr. Dreyfus elected 
President, and Messrs. Moser and Bentwich Vice-Presidents, while Dr. Weitzmann 
will become Hon, Secretary. This plan is confirmed in a detailed letter which I have 
received from Dr. Weitzmann, and Mr. Moser showed me a letter from Dr. Drevfus 
approving of this solution, and a letter from Mr, Israel Cohen to Dr. Weitzmann. from 
which I see that not only he, but also you, regard this scheme favourably. The only 
question now is that the new conference should be summoned by Dr. Gaster as 
speedily as possible. The conference called for the 28th of this month at Leeds should 
accordingly not be held, but on the other hand, the same date, if possible, should be 
chosen for the new conference as was chosen for that at Leeds. The meeting-place 
must, however, be Manchester. In view of these considerations, I sincerely hope that 
you may succeed in bringing about a satisfactory solution of the unpleasant question 
ina ner manner, and for the advantage of our work. Awaiting your speedy 
re .

».—How is it that precisely all the non-Biblical parts of this little 
book are of astyle which harmonises neither with the Biblical style in 
general nor with the rest of this book itself? Had it been a composition of 
the Biblical epoch, when the meaning of the Hebrew language was well 
developed, would it have been possible, for example, to place a verse like that 
of the Samaritan Joshua xi., 2 (which is found also in the Arabie Joshua, 
chap.

Can one ever admit that the 
story of Schobah and Nobah (Samaritan Joshua xvi., et seq., which is full of 
Arabisms) is of any Biblical style whatever ? 

j.-In the case of many of these Arabisms which swarm in this little 
book in the part which is not copied from our Bible, Dr. Gaster seeks to 
show (Z.D.M.4@. ib. pp. 914—o15) that they are good “Samaritan” expressions 
which are also to be found in their liturgy. For a book that it is claimed to 
have. been the ancient Hebrew text of the Samaritans of at least 2.000 years 
ago, ought it not to be shown that they are expressions in pure Hebrew and 
not phrases which are to be found in a liturgy composed at a time when the 
influence of the Arabic tongue had already penetrated it ? 
7..-The most ancient copy of this book (written by Murdjan in 1891) 
coincides literally with the text published by M. Lunez in 1903, The 
most ancient copy of the text of Dr. Gaster’s version (written, also 
by Murdjan—in 1901), is also in the same Murdjan’s possession, and it is 
from that that all the copies were made for Dr. Gaster. That they are the 
same L was told by the High Priest and Abischa ben Phineas.) According to 
Dr. Gaster, both examples ought to be copies of an ancient manuscript. How 
comes it then that the two copies, made by the same scribe, vary so much one 
from another, in the sense that one, and that one, the second, is much ampli- 
fied and even augmented by several chapters in the middle of the book ? Is 
not the explanation simply that this second copy had its original in a second 
redaction undertaken by the same author after ten years had elapsed since 
the first redaction, the first copy of which found (in 1900) a purchaser ih M, 
Lunez ? 

And finally, what are the positive and aflirmative proofs of Dr. Gaster for 
the authenticity of this book? I seek them in vain in all the chapters v.-xii. 
of his preface. (Z. D. M. G. ib., pp. 216-236), which are written with so much 
erudition and subtlety, but, unfortunately, we can find absolutely nothing. 

lI. Does not the literal agreement of the Samaritan Joshua in the Biblical 
part with our Massoretic Joshua against the Septuagint ($$ 39, 40) simply 
prove that the compiler of the Samaritan Joshua availed himself of the 
Massoretic Joshua solely ? 

Il. Is not the almost complete agreement between the Samaritan Joshua 
and the Massoretic Joshua from the palzeographical point of view (SS 41-45) 
precisely one of the best proofs that we have before us nothing but a book 
whieh is absolutely dependent on the Massoretic Joshua and not on a 
different book ? : 

lll. Can one accept, as an irresistible proof for demonstrating that 
Josephus must have had before him the Samaritan Joshua discovered by Dr. 
Gaster, the sole fact that both mention certain facts in enumerating them, 
although they do not agree in other respects? And has this chapter of the 
division of Palestine among the tribes which Dr. Gaster admires in an extra- 
ordinary manner really any traces of antiquity ? Is there not in this chapter, 
three times, mention of the Mediterranean Sea underthe name of Yam 
hammelah in the western confines of Ephraim, Zebulon and Asher, which can 
only be a translation of the Albahr Almaleh of the Arabic.) And then the 
Arabie names of Athlith, Dijinin, ete., which are not found in the whole of 
Josephus; and at the end the Sea Kinnereth (Genezareth) as the Eastern 
limit of Judah! 

1V. All the parallels with the contents of this volume in Jewish litera- 
ture (chap. VIIL-XIL.) only show one fact: that many legends or details of 
the facts coneerning the epoch of Joshua, which are found among the 
Samaritans in general, are of ancient origin. But whence can we derive the 
fact that it is this book which is the prime source of these legends among the 
Samaritans, and not the reverse-——that the contemporary author of this book 
has gathered in his volume all these additions from other Samaritan books 
which exist in Arabic (these were probably formerly translated from some 
Hebrew Midrashic works), as the influence of the Arabic language is shown in 
the style of everything contained in this book, which is not copied from the 
Massoretic Joshua ? 

| reserve to myself the right to revert in detail on another occasion to 
these “proofs” of Dr. Gaster. For the moment I believe I have sufliciently 
demonstrated the untenable nature of his opinion that he believes to 
have found, so easily, a book at least 2,000 years old.

§1)r.Gaster asks, in his reply to my article in the Jewish World (December 25th, 1908), why I had not 
noticed the phrase which occurs in this book, p. 114-115, in which Murdjan mentions that he has 
“copied ” this book, ete. I had noticed this phrase, and had even mentioned it in the part of my 
article which was not printed by the editor of the Jewish World, but the verb athak is employed by 
the Samaritans as well as by the Jews also in the sense of “to translate.” The same Murdjan says 
explicitly, in the colophon of his great “Sefer Hayyamim,” that he had “translated” it from the 
Arabic tongue into Hebrew, and uses the same verb athak. It is by this misunderstanding that Dr. 
Gaster introduced great confusion in his articles in the Times of October 5th, and the Zeitschrift 
der Deutsohen-Morgenlaendischen Gesellschaft. 

See also the commentary of Maimonides on the Mishna at the end of the lractate Teharoth, 
where he uses the same term for the Mediterranean Sea, a term which is never employed in the Bible 
in connection with anything but the Dead Sea.

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Zionism at the Universities. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. NORMAN BENTWICH, M.A. 


Whether for good or for evil the Jewish Nationalist movement 
secured a sound footing at the English universities. Oxford led the way, 
and was shortly followed by Cambridge. Then Leeds joined the two older 
universities, and now London has declared its adherence to the cause. One 
of the prime movers of the London University scheme is Mr. Norman 
Bentwich, M.A., of Lewis House, who has favoured a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE with an interview on the subject of the desirability of 
forming associations of Jewish students at the universities, pledged to up- 
hold the Nationalist cause. Mr, Bentwich is a graduate of Cambridge, and 
has only a slender connection with the University of London, but his com- 
munal work in the metropolis and his enthusiasm for this particular cause 
have marked him out as the right man to undertake the spade work that is 
necessary in order to bring the University of London into line with Oxford 
and Cambridge. 

“ The Society, which we are forming in London, is to be called the Univer- 
sity Zionist and not the Nationalist Society,” Mr. Bentwich remarked to our 
representative, “A great many people dislike the term * Zionist,’ either 
because of their opposition to the English Zionist Federation, or because 
they think that it tends to narrow the coneeption unduly. It was therefore 
suggested, at one time, that our movement should be called the London 
University Jewish Nationalist Society. But then it was pointed out that 
there was a certain danger in using the word ‘ Nationalist, inasmuch as this 
would suggest to non-Jews that the adherents of our cause regard themselves 
as a nation apart from the English people.” 

Andis that not so ? 

“It isa wrong and mischievous impression—wrong in itself, and mis- 
chievous, inasmuch as it would lead the outside world to believe that Jews 
are not prepared toexercise fully their rights and duties as English citizens.” 

What, then, is the Zionist position ? 

“The Zionists desire to form a Jewish national centre in Palestine for 
those Jews who cannot enjoy a free life in the countries where they dwell, 
and those who desire to live the Jewish life more fully than is possible in the 
Dispersion. But this centre, though it would have its own laws, language 
and culture, would not,in my view, for a long time, be an independent 
political state, nor would it contain many English Jews. The work of Zionist 
students in England is mainly to foster the historic consciousness among 
themselves and the people, and to give what help they can to the Jewish institu- 
tions which are fast growing up in Palestine. At the same time, they feel 
in the fullest measure a pride in their English citizenship, and like their 
non-Jewish fellows take a deep interest in English political questions.” 

But do they feel that they can completely identify themselves with the 
English nation ? 

“They feel that, as Jews, this is not possible. They cannot be as 
entirely English in thought as the man who is born of English parents and 
descended from ancestors who have mingled their blood with other English- 


has now 


men for generations. Jews must always have a feeling of sympathy 
and brotherhood with the Jewish people in all other parts’ of 
the world, and must always, in some degree, remain socially 
separate, if they are to continue loyal to their religion. There 


is no use disguising this fact. To me it seems impossible to separate religion 
from nationality in Judaism, without destroying both. The Jewish religion 
is, and must ever remain, national, and Jewish nationalism is, and must ever 
be, religious. It is not fair to apply the same reasoning to Jews as to other 
people and to say that it is only a religious creed which distinguishes Jews 
from non-Jews, because the religious community of Jews is also a national 
community. . Remember, it is only within the last hundred years that it has 
been suggested that Judaism can cease to be national. The fundamental 
cleavage between Judaism and Christianity was that the Christian community 
rejected the national law, while the Jews felt it to be essential. Even after 
the loss of their independence they refused to give up their national aspira- 
tions, and they have endured persecution throughout the centuries sinee 
that time in the hope of realising those aspirations.” 

But if Jewish Nationalism is a good thing, it is good for all Jews. 
is the idea of introducing it inte the universities ? 

*] agree that it is good for all Jews, but at the same time it makes a 
special appeal to Jewish students. What is making for the growth of 
National sympathy at the universities is the fact that young men who think 
for themselves always want to know the reason for things, the end which 
they subserve. As students of history they find the end’ of Jewish life and 
the reason of Jewish survival in the restoration of the Jewish nation. It is 
only through such a restoration that Jews can again become an active force 
in the world. A man who studies history or science or whatever you like 
has it brought home to him quite clearly that a living culture is always the 
outcome of a particular social and political environment. It is only in so 
far as a people are grouped or gathered together in national communities 
that they can develop a special mission.” 

But many of us believe that it is the special mission of the Jews to be 
scattered over the world, in order that by freely mixing with other peoples 
we may bring the influence of our religion and morality to bear upon them ? 

“Scattered, perhaps, but with a national centre. Two fallacies 
underlie this objection to Zionism. First, in most of the places 
where we are supposed to be spreading our ideas, we are 
miserably cooped up. Secondly, when we are not cooped up, 
as a matter of fact we do not spread spiritual enlightenment. The paradox 
of our position is that it is only in the ghettos that we produce any Jewish 
culture, and if we live in the ghettos we are necessarily stunted in body and 
mind and shut off from our surroundings. But if we were to become a nation 
again, Jewish culture would again have a universal value, as it had in the 
time of the old nation. A ghetto which is expanded into a country is that 
excellent thing which every nation is. At present, the Jew does not know, 
and therefore cannot spread, his culture. As soon as he is free, he merges 
himself in the ideas and life of his surroundings, and he does not bring

» thereto anything distinctively new or original. 


“It is in this way that Nationalism appeals rather differently to the 
University man and to the man in the street. It attracts the crowd from 
the material or economic side, but the University man looks at it from its 
ideal aspect—as fulfilling the meaning of Jewish history and of the con- 
tinuance of the Jewish people. The difference is something like that which 
lies in the appeal of Socialism to the working classes and the educated classes 
respectively.” 

Why were only the present students of the University of London invited 
to your recent meeting ? 

“ We think it better to form a society for younger students, in the first 
instance, and later on, perhaps, to constitute another society for older 
graduates. Men under twenty-five and over that age look at things rather 


differently. Was it not Kingsley who said that the future of a nation always 
depends on the ideas of its young men under the age of twenty-five?” 

Is there not the fear that the formation of Jewish Zionist or national! 
societies at the Universities will tend to cut the Jewish students off from 
their fellow-students, and so to defeat the chief object for which they go up 
to the University ? 

“Such associations will not deter them in any way from taking part jy 
the ordinary University life. In fact, the keener a man’s sympathies with his 
own ideals, the more likely he is to take a large part in the life of the 
university. Thus, the man who, at present, occupies the position of Pres; 
dent of the Zionist Society at Oxford (Mr. Leonard Stein) is Treasurer of the 
Union Society, and likely to be its next President ; and the President of th, 
Cambridge Society is the Senior Wrangler.” 

But what about the views of so distinguished a university man as, say, 
Mr. Claude Montefiore, who has said recently that he has much more jp 
common with the British noble or the British workman than with the newly 
arrived Polish Jew, except, of course, in matters of religion ? 

“Well, Mr. Montefiore’s work in the community is the best answer to his 
own arguments. He imagines he has more sympathy with the Briton than 
with the Pole; his life is a proof to the contrary.” 

May it not be, however, that the community is divided into two classes 
—those of more or less English descent, who have struck their roots deep in 
English soil, and who therefore feel themselves Englishmen in the fulles: 
sense, and those who, living in countries where the rights of nationality are 
denied or having recently come from such countries, regard themselves as 0! 
the Jewish nationality ? 

“I do not take that view. Of course, Zionism will appeal more to th: 
latter class than to the former, but it is just as true for emancipated Jews, 
living arid long settled in countries where they enjoy absolute freedom, as 
for the others. Because, on the one side, Zionism has the function of saving 
the Jews, and on the other, of saving Judaism. While the Jews are in danger 
in the one case, it is Judaism which is menaced in the other. I should fee! 
disposed to say that where a Jew no longer recognises himself as a member 
of a nationality, his Judaism, or that of his descendants, is imperilled., 
Judaism without its national observances, and without its culture, is a mere 
belief, and mere belief will never hold men together. The object and 
purpose of our national observances is to preserve the Jews as a separate 
people with a peculiar function; and a separate people can only develop 
themselves liberally and fruitfully in their own proper environment. Hence, 
consciously or unconsciously, every religious Jew is a Nationalist.” 

There is the argument of the impossibility of Jews ever again acquiring 
Palestine as a Jewish State? 

“That argument involves two old bogies—1) that Jews cannot get the 
land, and (2) that if they were to get the land they would not all go there. 
As to the first point, it is becoming much easier than before to settle in Pales- 
tine. Asto the second point, it isnot contemplated, nor would it be desirable, 
that all the Jews should return to Palestine. What we want tosecure is the 
condition that obtained in the first two centuries B.C. and the first century 
A.C., when there was a Jewish National centre in Palestine, and larger 
settlements outside. All these settlements looked to Jerusalem for the 
development: of the law and the religion and were kept in touch with it by 
special Jewish taxes and large deputations which went up at the three 
Festivals to the Temple. As Philo then wrote: *‘ One country cannot contain 

all the Jews because of their large number ; for which reason they are spread 
over most parts of Asia and Europe, both on the mainland and in islands. 
They regard Jerusalem, in which lies the holy temple of the most High God, 
as their mother city ; but the various countries in which their fathers, grand- 
fathers and ancestors have dwelt, they regard as their fatherlands, for in 
them they were born and bred,’” 

Do you expect to be a large Society ? 

“It is too early to say yet. There are well over 200 Jewish men and 
women—our society is open to both, of course—at present studying at the 
various Colleges of London University. Our preliminary meeting, held a 
tew weeks ago, was very hastily summoned. But we have already about 
fifty members, and I hope that, without counting upon older graduates, we 
shall become not only the largest numerically, but also the strongest Zionist 
University Society in England, and that we shall be able to take a prominent 
place in the Union of English Zionist students, 

What will be the work of your Society ? 

“Our first and chief duty will be to learn about the movement, and about 
Jewish history and Jewish literature. We hope to have, besides general 
meetings for discussions and papers, study circles for these purposes. And 
one of the proposals of our new Society is to organise each year a party of 
Jewish University students to visit Palestine. Believe me, seeing is 
believing, and the Zionist faith is now a belief in things seen.” 


NATURALISATION RETURN. An official return just published shows 
that the total number of aliens naturalised during the year 1908 was 576. 
Of these, 174 came from Russia, the number being the highest of any 
nationality in the list. The next highest figure was 168—the number of 
(iermans naturalised during the year. Forty of the new British citizens 
eame from Austria-Hungary, sixteen from the Netherlands, and nine from 
Roumania, Of the 174 Russians naturalised, forty-two resided in London, 
seventeen in Leeds, eighteen in Manchester, six in Liverpool, seven in 
Scotland, and twenty-three in Ireland. The list contains, as usual, a large 
number of names of Jews.

JUDGE RENTOUL AND THE ALIENS. 

During the past few days there has been issued a correspondence between 
the Home Secretary and a judge of the City of London Court arising out of the 
latter's inaccurate statements at a meeting about the number of alien 
Criucnals. We are not concerned with the exact merits or demerits of 
fi\her side, but it seems clear that Judge Rentoul spoke as though there 
Were a continual increase in alien crime, whereas the official figures for the 
Vuited Kingdom in 1907 and 1908 prove the reverse ; and that he gave as an 
illustration of his point that in three-fourths of the cases he had tried during 
4 recent week aliens of the worst type were concerned, whereas the fact was 
that of the twenty-one ‘persons who had come before him that week only 
four or, ineluding a doubtful case, five were aliens, and of the sixteen 


Convicted only three were aliens. To our mind, Judge Rentoul’s explanation - 


that his leeture was written a number of years ago, and that the reference 
to the cases he had tried was only a passing illustration, does not in any way 
excise him. If the bulk of the lecture was written when conditions were 
ditfcrent, it was the most desirable to reconsider all its statements in the 
light of the most accurate information available, so as not to give a false 
‘Mpression ; and if an illustration was to be given from his own experience, 
every care should have been taken to make it exactly true. Prejudiced 
Statements are mischievous from whomever they come; when made by a 
judge they may do untold harm, for people rightly attach more weight to 
What is said by a person holding a judicial position than to the utterances of 


politician, The greater the authority, the greater the responsibility of the 
Speaker, And nothing is more to be deprecated than that magistrates or 
aes should by inaccurate or unguarded statements foster the un-Enaglish

THE ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


THE MEETING OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 

The conference of the Central Committee, which has been called for the 
purpose of considering the affairs of the English Zionist Federation con- 
sequent upon the course taken by Dr. Gaster at Sheffield, will meet at the 
Hotel Metropole, Leeds, on Sunday next. At the end of last week a 
circular addressed from the otlices of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion was sent out to the societies, signed “ L. Gelman, Clerk,” urging them 
not to respond to the invitation to send delegates to the Congress. Upon 
this an identical telegram was sent to all societies, signed by Mr. Greenberg 
as Vice-President, repudiating the circular. Early in the week a further 
circular, also signed “L. Gelman, Clerk,” was sent out from the 
offices of the English Zionist Federation impugning the validity of the 
conference and making the statement that Herr Wolffsohn had written to Mr. 
Greenberg urging a certain coursé, It now transpires that “ L. Gelman 
Clerk” was instructed by Dr. Gaster to send out these circulars. Notwith- 
Standing his resignation at Shetlield, Dr. Gaster has refused to give up 
the keys of the Bureau or give access to books or papers. He appears to 
have at one time expressed his willingness to do so if requested 
by seven members of the Executive Committee elected at. Sheffield, 
but although two letters have been sent to him formally asking him 
if he would do so, he has sent no reply. It will be seen that it 
is entirely incorrect to say-——as Dr. Gaster’s last circular does—that Herr 
Wolffsohn proposed any course to Mr. Greenberg. <A perusal of the letter 
read by Mr. Greenberg, at Saturday evening's meeting and given textually 
in our report of his speech forbids any such conclusion. There will be a 
larce attendance of delegates at Leeds, on Sanday next, the proceedings 
being timed to commence at 10 aun. The meeting, we are informed, has been 
called strictly in accordance with the constitution which provides that upon 
the requisition of a certain number of members of the Central Committee a 
special meeting shall be held. Such a requisition was sent to Mr. Greenberg, 
who was declared elected Vice-President by Dr. Gaster at Leeds, Dr. Gaster 
at the same time giving Mr. Greenberg's election as his reason for resigning 
the Presidentship. 

In connection with the Convention at Leeds next Sunday,a mass meeting 
will be held in the evening in the Albert Hall. Mr. Victor Lightman will 
preside. Mr.and Mrs. Lightman will entertain the delegates to dinner at 
the Great Northern Station Hotel.

MEETING OF LONDON ZIONIST SOCIETIES. 
Letter from Herr Wolfisohn. 


A meeting of members of London Zionist societies was held at the Jewish 
Working Men's Club, Great Alie Street, on Saturday. Mr. L. J. GREENBERG 
presided. — 

The CHAIRMAN said that the meeting had been called for the purpose of 
discussing the present situation of the English Zionist Federation. He asked 
those present to offer suggestions as to what should eventually be done to 
meet the present difliculties. 

Mr. IskAkL CoHEeN (Hon. Secretary pro tem. of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion), said that he thought it would be best for the deliberations if he gave 
the meeting a brief account of what took place at Sheffield. It was quite true 
that reports from various delegates and the reports that appeared in the Press 
were not quite complete, and the reports that reached them by word of 
mouth were perhaps not quite exact. It wasonly natural that each delegate at 
Sheffield was likely to be somewhat influenced by his own feelings, and con- 
sequently the versions that had reached them differed ‘somewhat from the 
actual proceedings. That fact, as also the fact that another conference was 
going to be held on March 28th, and that a great deal of agitation had been 
going on and that they were assembled there that evening, might impress 
them that tremendously sensational scenes occurred at Shetlield. He would 
like to disillusion them. The Conference conducted its proceedings-calmly. 
Until the last moment, no-one imagined that the results of the Conference 
would have been overthrown. Unfortunately, owing to the amount of time 
that was occupied in the discussion of the report and the mid-day meal, 
little time was left for other work. There existed a certain amount 
of dissatisfaction among the delegates owing to the small amount of work 
that had been accomplished by the Executive, and that dissatisfaction was 
expressed by a number of delegates present, which aroused the ire of the 
hon. officers to sueh an extent that many of the speakers, instead of being 
allowed to express their views freely, were often interrupted by the Chair- 
man. He did not intend dealing to any great extent with what had happened, 
but he wished to point out that at the conference free expression was 
given to the fact that little had been achieved by the Executive during the 
past twelve months, and delegates asserted the principle that no individual 
should be excluded from the Executive who desired to serve on it, and 
who had shown by his’ previous work that he would be of 
great use. Those were the main points in the discussion, but, 
unfortunately, neither of those points appealed to the Chairman. 
That gentleman was satisfied with the amount of work done in the 
past, and expressed once more his strong aversion to the inclusion on 
the Executive of what he called the element that could not be unified to the 
then existing element. It was quite clear what the Chairman meant, and 
that was that he did not desire the election of Mr. Greenberg or Mr. Cowen 
on the Executive. In order to explain his attitude and to support the 
position he took up, Dr. Gaster related certain incidents that had occurred 
not merely during the past twelve months, but during the past sixty months, 
and referred to the time when the East African proposal was first brought 
into the field. Surely a man who stood at the head of the English Zionist 
Federation ought to understand that by constantly dragging into 
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the light of day the records of past controversies, he did a 
great deal to prevent the union and reconciliation which every- 
body desired. In the course of his reply to the discussion on the 


report, Dr. Gaster, at a very solemn moment, announced that he had in his 
possession a document that would create a great sensation. Dr. Gaster pro- 
duced a letter which he said had been sent by the late Dr. Herzl to Mr. 
Cowen, and he proceeded to read it. It was the letterin which Dr. Herzl sug- 
gested that there might be a possibility of carrying on negotiations with a 
view of a possible settlement of Jews in Morocco, and which had already 
been made public twelve months ago in the course of the proceedings in 
connection with the alterations of the Articles of the Jewish Colonial Trust. 
The impression that the reading of that letter caused was that the writer 
did not display that purity of Zionism which was embodied in the reader 
of that letter, and it was clearly intended to impress upon the Con- 
ference the absolute purity of Zionism that was possessed by the Chair- 
man, a purity such as should secure his position as President of the English 


Zionist Federation for an indefinite future, In his opinion, the reading 
of the letter seemed intended to cast a= slur upon their late 


leader. There was nothing in the proceedings which bore in the least 


degree on the letter. Then why was it brought to the conference 
at all’ After the result of the election was announced, Dr. Gaster 
said he resigned beeause of the eleetion of an individual who was not 


acceptable to him. There were three nominations for the pesition of Vice- 
President of the English Zionist Federation, and Dr. Gaster should have 
made it quite clear before the election that he would not continue to act as 
President if a certain individual or individuals were elected. If that 
deglaration had been made, it might have influenced many men at the 
Conference, but as no declaration was made it was right for all 
to assume that Dr. Gaster would be ready to abide by the 
result of the election. With regard to the voting paper that 
had missed by Mr. Brown, that gentleman applied to the 
Chairman for another, but the Chairman refused to accede to Mr. Brown's 
Immediately upon the announcement of the result, however, Mr. 
Bentwich said that the election was illegal, but the Chairman did not give 
the least support to this objection. It was said, on the other hand, that Mr. 
Brown's votig-paper was stolen. If that were the case, the Chairman 
should have reealled all the papers and have ordered a fresh election. 
Besides announcing his own resignation, Dr. Gaster announced the resigna- 
tion of others, including that of Mr. Leon Simon, who was not even present.

It did considerable damage to the movement which 
Dr. Gaster pretended to have at heart, and it would probably deprive him 
of the small remnant of support that he still enjoved. One thing was certain 
—that nobody could be a leader of a cause which he brought into disrepute. 

Mr. WALTER NATHAN said that they dwelt too much upon the legality of 
the election. If the President refused to act as such, then the Vice-President 
must do the work. Mr. Greenberg had been elected, and it was only right 
that, in the cireumstances, Mr. Greenberg should now act as President of the 
new Federation. 

Mr. GREENBERG said that from what he had heard, the election at Sheffield 
was as legal as any previous election in connection with the Zionist Federa- 
tion, As soon as the names of those who had been elected were announced, 
Dr. Gaster said that he refused to remain President because they had 
elected Mr. Greenberg as Vice-President. As he had said before. that was 
not English politics; it was introducing the polities of the Balkans into 
Anglo-Jewish life. He agreed with Mr. Cohen that Dr. Gaster should have 
declared that if he (Mr. Greenberg) were elected, he would refuse to act as 
President. ~ But what Dr. Gaster really reckoned on was to see Mr. 
Greenberg defeated. Immediately he heard what had occurred at 
Sheffield, he telephoned to Dr. Gaster, asking him’ why he resigned with- 
out consultation, and urged him to call a meeting and see what could be done 
to preserve harmony in the movement in England. Dr. Gaster replied that 
he could not call a meeting as he was no longer President. Eventually, Mr. 
Greenberg arranged for a meeting to take place at the offices of the Federa- 
tion, of those gentlemen who had been elected, but on going to the offices he 
was told by the lady in charge that her orders were to allow nobody to gain 
admittance. He telephoned to Dr. Gaster, but he was informed by Dr. 
Gaster’s assistant that he refused to speak to him. However, he gathered 
together some of the members who had been elected, and it was decided 
at the meeting that at least the Shekel collection should go on. Dr. Gaster 
had, in his first conversation, suggested what he had the temerity to eall a 
compromise, and that was, that the whole of the election at Sheffield should 
be null and void, and that the old Executive should go on till the next election 
next year. That was Dr. Gaster’s idea of a compromise. He (Mr. Greenberg) 
replied that he could not agree to that; he was under personal obligation to 
at least half of the Conference, and therefore he could not allow 
anything of the sort to occur. He had been in communication with Herr 
Wolffsohn. After the meeting of the Actions Committee Mr. Wolffsohn sent 
him the following letter :-— 

, Cologne, March 18, 1909. 

Dear Friend Greenserc,—lI greatly regretted that you did not come to the meet- 
ing of the Greater Actions Committee. Messrs. Moser and Bentwich, who attended 
and with whom I discussed the question of Zionism in England, informed me that a 
way had been found of removing difficulties and rendering harmonious co-operation 
possible. The plan is in effect that the entire Executive Committee elected in Sheffield 
should now resign, and that a new Conference of Delegates should be summoned for the 
election of an Executive Committee. After the meeting, the headquarters of the 
English Zionist Federation are tobe transferred to Manchester, and Dr. Dreyfus elected 
President, and Messrs. Moser and Bentwich Vice-Presidents, while Dr. Weitzmann 
will become Hon. Secretary. This plan is confirmed in a detailed letter which | have 
received from Dr. Weitzmann, and Mr. Moser showed me a letter from Dr. Drevfus 
approving of this solution, and a letter from Mr. Israel Cohen to Dr. Weitzmann. from 
which I see that not only he, but also you, regard this scheme favourably. The only 
question now is that the new conference should be summoned by Dr. Gaster as 
speedily as possible. The conference called for the 28th of this month at Leeds should 
accordingly not be held, but on the other hand, the same date. if possible, should be 
chosen for the new conference as was chosen for that at Leeds. The meeting-place 
must, however, be Manchester. In view of these considerations. I sincerely hope that 
you may succeed in bringing about a satisfactory solution of the unpleasant question 
in a harmonious manner, and for the advantage of our work. Awaiting your speedy 
reply.

LONDON UNIVERSITY ZIONIST SOCIETY. 
Lecture by Dr. C. Weitzmann. 

A well-attended meeting of the members of the London University 
Zionist Society was held on Sunday evening at Jews’ College. Mr. NokMA\ 
BENTWICH presided, and Dr. C. Weitzmann, of Manchester University, 
delivered an address on “ What is Zionism?” 

The LECTURER, at the outset, said that he would deal with the elemen- 
tary principles of Zionism, basing his remarks upon the supposition that 
his hearers were not acquainted with the principles and objects of the movement. 
As his audience consisted of students, he need not apologise if his treatment «! 
thesubject was academic. Zionism was often briefly defined as a solution, or 
rather the solutionof the Jewish question. The Jewish question consisted in the 
endeavour to bring about an adjustment of the Jews to their environment, 
and Zionism maintained that the only effective adjustment could be achieved 
by a restoration of the Jewish people to their ancestral country. Whatever 
country they examined in which Jews were settled in large numbers, they 
would find that the position was abnormal. In Russia and Galicia there were 
compact masses of Jewry who lived a life of their own, preserving the culture 
of ancient times, and producing a literature of their own at the present day. 
But the confinement of the Jews to the Russian Pale and the voluntary sec|«- 
sion from the national life in Galicia were both abnormal phenomena. Russi 
was frank in its hatred of the Jews, and tried its best to crush them out ©! 
existence, As for the Jews in Galicia, the mere fact that they pursued their 
own national life in an alien environment and upon alien soil, inevitably prv- 
duced something unnatural in their character. In Western Europe, Jews 
participated very freely and largely in the life of their respective countries, 
socially and politically. Nevertheless, they found it necessary constantly to 
emphasise that they were Frenchmen, or Germans, and so forth. In France 
the great majority of Jews were differentiated in very few respects from 


ordinary Frenchmen in appearance, habits, views and prejudices, 
they were very much alike. And yet the Jews in France fe'' 
compelled every now and again to assert their French citizen- 


ship, as though fearing that they might be suspected of disloyalty. 
This tendency of Jews towards Chauvinism could be observed in every 
country in Western Europe, and to a certain extent it was evident even |" 
Eastern Europe. From this it could be gathered that Jews never felt roote: 
in the country of their residence. However comfortably they might '« 
established, they could hardly be animated by the same sentiments an: 
traditions that filled the hearts and minds of their fellow-citizens. The 
reason had nothing to do with patriotism.

Moral Debate in 
the House of | Commons. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—The debate in the House of Commons on the 16th inst. upon the motion of 
Mr. George Gooch, seconded by Sir William Collins, on the subject of Moral Instruc- 
tion in Elementary Schools, cannot fail to direct increased attention to the work of the 
Moral Education League. That this attention is desirable is evident from the 
Inaccurate conception of the aims and work of this organisation expressed by several 
("nionist members in the course of the debate. — It is further desirable seeing that the 
League is exercising considerable influence not only in this country but throughout 
the w orld. 

The apprehension seems to have been entertained by some of those who took part 
in the debate that at the back of the work of the League there is an arriére pensee of 
hostility to religious instruction and a desire that ultimately this may be superseded 
by the particular instruction the League supplies. No such conclusion could have 
heen inferred from the speeches of the opener and seconder, who are Vice-Presidents 
of the League; nor has it any’ basis in fact. The League works, it is true, on non- 
theological lines, regarding questions of supernatural sanctions and relationships as 
outside its scope. It acts thus, however, not in any sectarian spirit, but,on the contrary, 
from the very catholicity of its interests. : 

Your readers may care to know that I have it from reliable authority that the 
motion before the House of Commons would, in all probability, have been carried by 
a good majority. The reason the mover and seconder abstained, and I think most 
wisely, from pressing to a division, was that it appeared to be likely that the Unionist 
yote would be preponderatingly cast against the motion owing to the apprehensions 
to which I have referred, and this fact would have tended to establish a precedént 
for regarding a question which is of national moment as merely a party one. Unionist 
apprehension might have been allayed if two Unionist Members of high educational 
standing who had, | understand, promised to speak in support of the motion, had not 
been unavoidably prevented from so doing, one of them through illness. 

The Churches and the League have this much in common that both are convinced 
that what above all else is essential for an efficient moral education is the religious 
spirit in the sense at least in which this spirit may be defined as being one which 
recognises the supreme value and power of moral ideas. ‘This recognition the League 
would secure by endeavouring to make whatsoever things are “lovely and of good 
report’ so attractive to the children, by means of apt narrative and incident within 
the child's own circle of experience, that they are instinctively drawn to adopt a right 
attitude toward life and to respond to the highest claims. That the League's work is 
of this nature. I think every one must admit who is familiar with its books, or has 
heard any of the public moral lessons given under its auspices. 

Should there be any who desire an accurate knowledge of our work, or feel 
interested in our effort, I shall be glad to furnish them with full particulars of our 
aims and methods if they will be so good as to communicate with us.

Mr. T. R. Glover's latest book will disappoint the many Jewish admirers 
of this author's previous works. In“ The Conflict of Religions in the Early 
Roman Empire” (Methuen, price seven shillings and sixpence net), Mr. 
Glover makes some regrettable statements about Judaism. I call them 
regrettable because one does not like to see a good scholar injuring his 
reputation in this way. 

In the new volume of Publications of the American Jewish Historica! 
Society is a memoir of Steinschneider, by Dr. Schechter. The writer we!! 
hits off the feeling of those who were called upon to chronicle the great 
bibliographer’s death. “That the immortal Steinschneider should ever dic. 
that the man whom every Jewish student for more than two generations was 
in the habit of consulting first when approaching a new subject should ever 
be removed from the stage of his great activity, was something for which we 
were hardly prepared. He lived with all of us, and he survived so many of 
us that one could rather think of having one’s own death some day recorded 
by Steinschneider in one of his bibliographical notices than to write an 
obituary of him.” Dr. Schechter does full justice to Steinschneider’s width 
of interests. “ His main attention seems to have been directed to the works 
of the Jewish philosophers . . . . but this did not prevent him from 
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heing interested in such subjects as the Jewish share in the secular sciences 
i Jewish contrpversies with Mohammedans and Christians. or the 
Jewish eontribations to pseudepigraphic literature of the world.” Stein 
se) neider, in fact, was chiefly occupied in “showing the position of the Jew 
+») the literature of the world at large,” and this is certainly the case even 
though the master’s greatest work (his Bodleian Catalogue) dealt with 
jJowish literature on the inside. Dr. Schechter’s memoir is. brief. but 
i rable. Kspecially noteworthy are his remarks on the rationalism of 
Jewish thought after the age of Mendelssohn. It was this rationalism that 
p evented Steinschneider from being a greater moral force than he was. As 
vas, his influence was entirely intellectual. 
Dr. S. Solis-Cohen, of Philadelphia, has translated many Hebrew hymns, 
but he has not done anything better than his latest rendering. He has 
ehosen a Sephardic Pizmon from the liturgy of the Eighth day of Tabernacles, 
a poem sung during the prayer for rain. So fine is Dr. Solis-Cohen's version, 
that readers will be delighted to have the whole :

Lelio della Torre died at Padua in 1871. He has filled important Rabbin-

scattered works have now been collected into two fine volumes (“Seritti 
Sparsi,’ Padua, Prosperini). 

Of the essays contributed to the Harkavy Festschrift, Dr. Kohler’s has 
come to hand in the “Sonderabdruck ” form. It answers the question, 
“Wer waren die Zeloten oder Kannaim?” The Berlin “Gesellschaft zur 
Firderung der Wissenchaft des Judentums” announces that Dr. Kohler's 
systematic treatise on Jewish Theology is now passing through the press, 
and may be expected early in May.

The New Machzor. 


In ample time for the forthcoming festival, the Passover volume of the 
new Machzor (Service of the Synagogue, a new edition of the Festival 
Prayers with an-English translation in prose and verse. Passover volume. 
Routledge and Sons, Limited, 1909; 3s. 6d.) makes its welcome appearance, 
Originally projected by the late Arthur Davis and Mr. Herbert M. Adler, this 
and recent volumes have been brought out under the direction of the surviv- 
ing editor, who, besides utilising those portions of the manuscript which Mr. 
Davis had completed at the time of his lamented death, has likewise availed 
himself of the metrical’ translations of Mr. Israel Zangwill, Mrs. Nina 
Salaman, and her sister, Miss Elsie Davis. Of the qualifications of the 
various contributors for the task they have undertaken, there is no need to 
speak. The four volumes which have previously appeared have by now made 
the Jewish public acquainted with the scholarly work of. Mr. Adler and his 
coadjutors, and have led them to look forward with pleasurable anticipation to 
the charming renderings in English verse of the poetical portionsof the liturgy. 
Thus, in the Prayer for Dew, Mr. Zangwill is responsible for such lines as 
these :— 

Dew, precious dew, unto Thy land forlorn! 

Pour out our blessing in Thy exultation, 

To strengthen us with ample wine and corn 

And give Thy chosen city safe foundation

Ge: nan Jews have a problem to contend with of which we English Jews 
more happily circaumstanced, know searcely anything. Some of the best blood 
of German Jewry is being drained away in the waters of baptism. Oficial 
promotion in the Fatherland being more or less barred to Jews, the tempta- 
tion to desert their ancestral faith proves overwhelmingly strong to an ever- 
increasing number. The problem is handled with considerable force by Dr. 
Blau, of Frankfort-on-the-Main, in this month’s number of the new organ of 
German-Jewish Reform, established, partly, in order to combat this very 
tendency. Desertions from the Jewish faith have always been more or less 
common, but,as Dr. Blau points out, they were less dangerous in former times, 
when renegades were mourned by their relatives aS dead, and were 
thenceforth cut off from all communication with their erstwhile coreligionists. 
but in these days of greater indifference the baptised Jew is more or less 
tolerated by the community. Desertion from the ranks does not involve the 
severance of old ties of friendship. Even intermarriage with the members 
of apostate families is freely tolerated. Dr. Blau urges that the time has 
come when Judaism, in self-defence, must make a decided stand against the 
maintenance of friendly relations with those who have proved traitors to 
the Jewish cause. These renegades must be brought to realise that in 
deserting from the Jewish ranks they may fall between two stools and suffer 
social boycott at the hands of former and present coreligionists. The atti- 
tude recommended may appear intolerant, but that cannot be helped when 
Judaism is fighting for its very existence. Dr. Blau, however, makes it clear 
that he has no quarrel with persons who may become converted to Chris- 
tianity from conviction. The deserters he would ostracise are those who 
become nominal converts to the dominant creed for the sake of social 
advancement; who boast that they are still Jews at heart, and think to 
disarm opposition by assuring their Jewish friends that they will never become 
anti-Semites! One hardly knows whether to laugh or weep at such 
impertinence. A more militant Judaism is what Dr. Blau recommends in such 
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circumstances, for, as he truly points out, we must maintain our faith 
intact for the sake of the world, which would fall back into barbarism if all 
that Judaism stands for were to be surrendered. Dr. Winter, of Magdeburg, 
writes on the need of a liberal presentation of Judaism in modern times. 
Dr. J. Goldschmidt tries to show that there is an intimate connection 
between Liberal Judaism and Socialism. “In the World of Wonder,” is the 
title of an article by Dr. Wilde, of Magdeburg. These and other contents 
make up a varied number,

However, she was sure that all connected with the Beatrice Club, which served a par- 
ticular district, would bear in mind that as the Jewish population in that district 
increased, so their own responsibilities would develop. Girls clubs helped the 
members to realise what a splendid period of life youth: was, and they would learn 
there how to use their opportunities to the best advantage. It afforded them the 
opportunity of benefiting their physical life, and they would feel themselves growing 
in strength and health. A country holiday enjoyed as a club holiday by a club had 
nothing toequalit.

Just as | 
was tested in history and geography, so was it necessary to test a teacher w'' 
regard to his religious and ethical knowledge, Much had been heard 
written of stupid answers that were given by children, but he had no doubt that that 
was due to the fact that the instruction had been given without that lucidity whic! 
was so essential. The Chief Rabbi then gave them a few hints with regard to © 
teaching of translation, and said that the meaning of each word and each pliri-e 
should be given. - The children should be taught to say their prayers not parrot-l\\, 
not to say their prayers, but to offer up prayer. They should teach the childr 
not to look upon the Bible as they would upon a geography book, "| 
they should be taught to love the Bible for the beautiful lessons it taug!''. 
They should be taught the real meaning of the Sabbath. It was not sufficient to re>* 
on that day, but also to hallow it. He referred to the case where a teacher took !|)\> 
children to the pantomime on the Sabbath and to the correspondence that ha‘!

creat expense to the Bayswater Synagogue. It was then in a good position financially, 
4 condition which, he was sorry to say, did not apply to the presenttime. It had at 
that time a good surplus, and they had devoted that surplus to the education of the 
children. No one had taken a greater interest in the classes than his friend and

A Pogrom Play. 

At a matinee performance, at the Kingsway Theatre, last Friday, a new 
one-act play was produced, entitled “In the Name of the Czar.” It was a 
sombre little drama reflecting very vividly the tragedy of the Jewish 
situation in Russia. The central or rather culminating episode was a pogrom 
after the manner of Siedlce, and the realistic representation of the scene of 
terror and heroism made a deep impression. A shop in the Jewish quarter 
of a Russian market town was the stage chosen by the author, “ Marah 
Aymet,” for displaying the various poignant features that have distinguished 
latter-day pogroms. The Governor of the town, Strepov, tells one of his 
favourites, Katia, that she may choose any fur in the shop that-she likes. He 
then selects one for himself, and orders Miriam, the graceful but pathetic 
shopkeeper, to bring it to his hotel at night. She refuses, whereupon he 
warns her that her safety will depend upon her compliance with his will. 
After his departure Miriam's lover, David, returns. He has been away in 
Warsaw, and has come to organise a Jewish self-defence. corps. Un- 
fortunately, his only weapon is a revolver without cdirtridges, and there are 
no means of getting any other weapons, as the soldiery are already prowling 
about the town. Two or three neighbours enter to discuss the situation. 
David addresses them on the need of heroism, and they all sing a forbidden 
revolutionary song, “ The Vow.” Shots are now heard in the street without, 
so the little meeting breaks up with sad farewells. Miriam and David, who 
remain, renew their pledges of love and picture the glorious times to come 
in the new Zion. Their dreams are rudely dispelled by a loud knocking at 
the door. The Governor enters, followed by a soldier, whom he orders to 
shoot David. The latter drops witha groan. The Ciovernor remains and 
wishes to approach Miriam. But she whips out the unloaded revolver and 
keeps the Governor at bay, until at last, disgusted by his cowardice, she 
throws the harmless weapon at his feet. More soldiers arrive, and as the 
Governor exclaims, “In the name of Christ!’ they shoot, and the girl falls. 

It was certainly a diflicult pfece for an English company to represent 
with an adequate degree of reality and fidelity. Nevertheless, they succeeded 
in conveying across the footlights a suflicient feeling of the hopelessness and 
terror of the Jews in a Russian town to evoke sympathy. Miss Muriel! Carmel! 
portrayed the character of Miriam with simplicity, distinction, and pathos. 
Mr. Esme Percy made a very heroic David, but his speeches to the group of 
friends were pitched in too high a key to be compatible with the situation. 
Surely the circumstances would have demanded mysterious whisperings 
instead of reverberating oratory. Mr. Max Montesole presented the Governor 
as a dissolute, drunken, cowardly creature, and managed his difticult part with 
satisfaction. A vivid piece of portraiture was given by Miss Esme Hubbard, as 
Katia, and Miss Hermine Gingold was good as the child Esther. The other 
parts were sustained by Miss Florence Castelle, Mr. Roderick Macleod and 
Mr. Wilfred. Fletcher. The revolutionary song, “ The Vow,” was arranged 
by Mr. Brigata Bucalossi. 

GERMAN PLAYS IN LoNDON,—Before a large audience, at the Court 
Theatre, yesterday week, Miss F. E. Driller presented Franz Schonthan’s 
comedy, “ Goldfische,” herself in the leading part. “ Goldfische” is an 
interesting play, and Miss Driller, who had a most diflicult part to 
sustain, gave a realistic rendering of Josefine Pochlaar, her efforts meeting 
with an enthusiastic reception. Her lover, Erich, a 2nd-lieutenant. was 
wimirably portrayed by Mr. Rudolph Exner. Miss Marie Kisch, a promising

added greatly to the success of the production. To-morrow night, at the 
Court, Miss Driller will present * Dorf und Stadt,” a character sketch by 
Herr C. Birch-Pfeiffer. 

One of the strongest plays now running in London is undoubtedly “ The 
Head of the Firm,” an adaptation from the Danish by Mr. Leslie Faber, which 
is being performed at the Vaudeville Theatre. The central figure of the 
play is George Heymann, manager of the Lydford lronworks, who is disliked 
by his employer's wife because he is a Jew, and who, on the other hand, bas a 
warm admiration for her father, his old schoolmaster, because the latter once 
chastised a schoolmate for having called him “a dirty Jew.” The part 
of Heymann, who secures a dominating influence at the works, is played 
with great vigour by Mr. Faber. There are some excellent character 
sketches in the drama (which largely turns on the relations between capital 
and labour), admirably portrayed by Mr. J. D. Beveridge (the retired school- 
master), Miss Sydney Fairbrother and Mr. Evelyn Beerbohm. Messrs. James 
Hearn, Harcourt Williams, and the Misses Henrietta Watson and Ethelwvn 
Jones complete a capital cast. 

In his recital of last Wednesday week at the Queen's Hall, Herr Moriz 
Kysenthal repeated his success of the previous Saturday. His playing once 
again was remarkable, for his grasp of the works and the infinite variety of 
his tone. The programme was a very comprehensive one and in all the items 
Herr Rosenthal’s playing was a revelation, but if one performance did stand 
out above the rest it was Chopin's B flat minor sonata, in which the 
well-known “ Faneral March” occurs. It is the last word in the interpreta- 
tion of Chopin. Herr Rosenthal seems par excellence a Chopin player and he 
reached perfection in that work. His own “ Papillon” and Schumann's 
“Carnaval” were equally consummately rendered, a remark which practi- 
cally applies to all the items of the programme. 

Miss Beatriz Leech (a young violinist from South America), made her 
first appearance in England last Wednesday week at the St. James’s Hall. 
Her first item was Max Bruch’s Concerto in G Minor, her rendering of the 
solo part of which was tasteful. Her phrasing, however, was not quite 
so pleasing, but she has plenty of time to correct this fault. Mr. Hugh 
Peyton contributed Italian and English songs, which were sung in good style, 

Miss Dadine Sutherland gave a pianoforte recital at Steinwav Hall 

yesterday week, when she created a very favourable impression. The 
programme was well selected, and in such different pieces as Mendelssohn's 
Prelude and Fugue in B minor, Beethoven's Sonata in C (op. 57), and some 
of Liszt s and ¢ hopin's works (especially the Polonaise in A flat of the latter), 
her playing showed nice gradation of expression. 
Miss Edith Miller gave an aria recital, on Friday, at Molian Hall. Miss 
Miller has a good voice, and sings with expression and feeling. Two of the 
items, Glack’s Aria in F (“Einen Bach"), and “A Pastorale,” by Carey, so 
pleased the audience, that they had to be repeated.

-, oThe Report for 1908 of the Russo-Jewish Committee remarks that the 
AY eral position of the Jews in Russia has not shown 
improvement. The state of affairs throughout Russia, and particularly in 
(dessa, continues to be very unsettled, and no-one ean even hazard a cuess 
.« to when any improvement can be hoped for. The clemency shown by the 
authorities to the criminals convicted and sentenced only serves to render 
‘he lot of the Russian Jew still more uncertain and gloomy. 

The Report goes on to state that the total number of new cases dealt 
vith in 1908 was 438, representing 1,020 souls, compared with 772 cases, 
ponresenting 1,986 souls, in the preceding year. The total number of causes, 

\t and new, dealt with in 1908 was 587, against 917 in 1907. The actual 
net expenditure by the Conjoint Committee in 1908 was €1.671. as compared 
with £4,340 for the previous year.

(he total expenditure for the year has been £1,677, compared with £8.523 in 1907

There has been a very considerable reduction in the amount voted for the 
relief of Russian refugees in Liverpool. In 1908, the aggregate of £440 was 
voted, compared with £976 in 1907, | 

The extremely valuable work of the English Evening Classes Committee 
is being continued on the same lines as hitherto, and it is no exaggeration to 
state, says the Report, that the benefit conferred on refugees by assisting 
them to become conversant with the English language is out of all propor- 
tion to the comparatively small sum of money which has been expended 
during the last session. 

There still remain five pogrom orphans (one girl and four boys), waiting 
foradoption. The Committee once more appeal to the community for assistance 
in placing these unfortunate children in permanent homes. Those children 
who have already been adopted are in good homes, and have bright pros- 
pects. The work of the Bureau Committee has continued on the lines 
originally laid down sixteen years ago. It will be noted with extreme 
interest, says the Report, that the work as carried on by the Bureau has 
been quoted by Canog Barnett as a means of alleviating the present state of 
unemployment and distress which exists among all classes in the general 
community. 

Sympathetic reference is made to the retirement of Mr. N. S.]Joseph 
from the Chairmanship of the Executive Committee. 

At the urgent request of the New York and Continental Committees, the 
balance of the Central Fand still remains in the custody of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee, instead of being distributed pro rata on the 31st December, as 
was originally intended, Owing to the unsettled state of affairs in Russia, 
the organisation may again be required at any moment. The Central Fund, 
therefore, remains in the hands of Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons, 
The balance of the Central Fund on 3lst December was £31,013, from which 
must be deducted the sum of £1,285, set aside for special purposes in Russia, 
so that the net balance on that date was €29,760 10s. Sd.

BOYS’ BRIGADES.—“In the East End, among slums full of degenerate 
people, I have seen splendid specimens of humanity produced by the 
exercises and good work of the Boys’ Brigade.” The words are those of Mr. 
Haldane, Secretary of State for War. It is uncertain whether the refer- 
ence is to the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, though the fact that the East End 
was selected for illustration and that Mr. Haldane has seen an example of 
what the Brigade turns out makes it probable that his remarks were 
inspired by what he witnessed on that occasion. No man in recent years has 
so struck the public imagination in the exposition of military affairs, hence his 
testimony to the particular matter mentioned is all the more to be valued, 
He is not a soldier and does not look on the army from the narrow view of 
the barrack square. He appreciates the value of the calling in the effect it 
has on the national life and on the life of the individual, and realises that a 
vreat good can be effected in quarters where, probably, no other means are 
available for developing the physique of those who, otherwise, might in due 
course sink into the degenerate stage. 

SELF-CO4MTROL.—There are worthy folks who believe the object could 
be attained by other means which do not contain what they regard as the 
evil of militarism. The microbe becomes greatly magnified the more the 
mind dwells upon it, though, examined closely, it can be seen to be perfectly 
innocuous. Organised drill and discipline are indispensable in all combined 
effort, from the schoolroom to the political arena. They merely vary in 
form. It may be said that military training inculcates an aggressive and 
bellicose spirit. Not if properly carried out. The phrase, “an officer and a 
gentleman ” conveys the idea of a reserved, unassuming manner, quiet and 
restrained, utterly different from the swagger of a bully conscious of being 
able to overcome individual opposition by his own brute strength. It cannot 
have escaped notice that a boy or man who has placed himself in a semi- 
military body is usually superior to those of his class who have not. 
He is better morally. He has learnt the lesson of self-control. The thoughts 
and language of youngsters connected with lads’ brigades are infinitely 
more healthy than if they had never come in contact with the influences 
which invariably make for cleanlinesss in ideas as well as in habits. 

THE J.L.B.—These reflections are largely due to a perusal of the 
annual report of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade which has just been issued and 
which shows a year of quiet and steady progress. The report records the 
loss by death and other causes of a number of valuable officers, and this 
drain has not been made up. Two new companies have been added at 
Glasgow. There are now eighteen companies in London, five in Manchester, 
two in Glasgow, and one each in Liverpool, Birmingham and Dublin. The 
rifle range at the Jews’ Free School has proved very successful, and over 
11,000 rounds have been fired since it was opened by Mr. Haldane. A similar 
range has been opened at the Grove House Club, Manchester. The new 
Swedish system of physical drill has been adopted. The report gives an 
account of the two camps at Deal and Prestatyn, which enabled 1,262 lads and 
ollicers to have an ideal holiday. Reference is made to the valuable social 
work performed by the Brigade. It is hinted that an appeal will be necessary 
after the next camp, and the Council look forward with confidence to a ready 
response from the community to their requirements. The report is admirably 
got-up and illustrated. 

A HAPPY EVENING COMPETITION.—Last week the Great Assembly Hall 
was filled with a throng of happy youngsters who were competing for the 
honour of securing representation of their Centre at the forthcoming display 
of the Children’s Happy Evenings Association at Queen's Hall. The Mayor 
of Stepney presided, and among those present were Mrs. Stuart Samuel, who 
is President of the Rutland Street Branch; Mrs. Bland-Sutton, Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Association, who takes a great interest in the East End Centres ; 
Mr. Pett Ridge, whois constantly placing his eloquence at the disposal of 
the movement; and Mr. Cyril Jackson, Chairman of the L.C.C. Education 
Committee. The “Jewish" Centres competing were Betts Street, Buck’s 
Row, Myrdle Street and Berner Street. The girls teams sent by Buck's 
iow and Berner Street were selected to take part in a further eliminating 
competition at the People’s Palace, The former performed action-songs and 
the latter national dances. Some boys of the Stepney Company of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, under Capt. Denzil Myer, gave a display of drill. 
They also acted as a guard of honour. 

U.C.S. DISPLAY.—-A largely-attended Physical Drill Display was given 
yesterday week at University College School, Hampstead, in aid of the 
Equipment Fund of the Officers’ Training Corps (the Cadet Corps of the 
school). A striking feature of the entertainment, which wasof a remarkably 
high order, was the large number of Jewish boys who took part. In the 
signalling Competition (which was judged by an “ old boy,” Mr. J. B. Solomon) 
two sections were under Jewish sergeants (G. C. Michael and S. A. Cohen), 
and Sergt. Michael’s team emerged victorious. In the bayonet exercises the 
section commanders were all Jewish boys, Col.-Sergt. E. B. L. Pinto’s section 
beating the squads under Sergt. R. P. Lion and Sergt. * Bunny” Susskind. 
Cadet Officer M. J. Susskind (who is captain of the school), wielding a bayonet, 
beat Col.-Sergt. Hunt, who plieda sabre. His house” also triumphed over the 
1908 champions in the melee, which was quite an exciting affray of single- 


sticks. Several Jewish boys also figured in the Swedish exercises, dumb- 
bell, bar-bell, and Indian club drill. The gymnastic exhibition on the 


parallel bars was of exceptional skill and merit. The display was admirably 
arranged by Captain Garrow and Mr. Turner, though it should be mentioned 
that the boys themselves were responsible for several of the most effective 
items in the programme. It is quite refreshing to note the splendid spirit of 
camaraderie and sportsmanship prevailing at the school, and the high tone 
which pervades it. | 

THE CHESS CONGRESS —Our Russian correspondent writes: The 
brilliant success of M. Rubinstein at the chess tournament has created a 
great sensation in Russia. The Russian Jews are very proud of him, 
inasmuch as he is everywhere regarded as his people's “own genius.” He 
was born in 1881, and he had received a true Jewish education. Besides 
Talmud and Hebrew he never had an opportunity of studying anything else, 
as his father died before he was born and his mother was very poor. M. 
Rubinstein only recently existed on five farthings a day at Lodz. There, 
however, his great talent was discovered, and since then he has given himself 
up to chess. Whilst discussing the result of the competition, even the anti- 
Semite Menshikoff was obliged to admit in the Novoe Vremya that “after all 
Jews possess many great men.”

Not only use 
of the museles, which are apt to deteriorate by remaining idle, but 
also fresh air is to be counted an advantage. Further, the mind is 
brightened by change of scene, though it be simply the street. Even 
that is a relicf after the house, the office or the railway train, tram or 
‘bus. Of course, the country or a park is preferable to the hardness of 
view in a public thoroughfare, but in this work-a-day world people cannot 
always have what is best for them. What they can do is to make most of 
their opportunities, which is just the thing comparatively few of them do, 
The rain will harm nobody, provided movement is maintained in it and wet 
clothes are discarded as soon as a journey is finished. 


A SPECIFIC FOR LONGEVITY.—An example of result from taking the 
open air as much as possible by one whose occupation during a long life has 
been sedentary is the case of Dr. F. S. Furnival, the eminent philological 
authority. The writer sees him frequently, but it comes as a great’surprise 
to learn that the doctor is approaching his eighty-fifth year, for, judging 
from his alertness of movement and vivacity of thought and expression, he 
might be sixty. Last week the report of an interview with him was pub- 
lished in Health and Strength, and there the doctor gives away, not for the 
first time, the secret of longevity. “ Every day he takes, what is for a man 
of his age, a long walk, and the Sabbath is to him, indeed, ‘a day of gladness.’”’ 
He warmly espouses the cult of rowing— which, however, is beyond the reach 
of persons of small means—and he ‘abstains from alcohol and tobacco. He 
has a great deal to show as the outcome of precept and practice, not only in 
himself but also in the young men and women who are his earnest disciples.

idioms and is almost perfectly logical, everything written in it may be translated 
literally in every language and so all that is required is to write the letter in 
hsperanto, enclose a “key” in the language of the recipient, and if he is only an 
ordinarily rational person one will receive from him a reply in Esperanto, quite under- 
standable, just as is being done every day by all who attempt to prove whether 
Esperanto is all it claims to be 
I was solely self-taught and only attended Council Evening Classes, in anticipa- 
tion of London Chamber of Commerce examination for a diploma, which was gained 
with distinction. Thus, from personal experience I testify that no talent or creat 
ability is necessary to learn Esperanto. All Jews who have the good of their people 
at heart should certainly acquire this creation of that master mind, Dr. Zamenhof.

Until five vears ago, when I used to accompany my father to the police 
stations near the docks, my heart used to ache as 1 heard the fearful tales translated 
to the Inspectors in charge. of the terrible suffering and misery inflicted 


on Jews in 
the different countries whence they came 


Not being able to speak to those of my own 
race and creed, but so desiring to sympathise and offer them my little help, | in mv 
ignorance commenced to learn Hebrew as the international language of the Jews, with 
which I would communicate with them all over the world, Alds! after a whole 
months study, 1 found Jews do not speak Hebrew, and, worse still, wont. (©)n 
receiving paternal advice On this, to me, most serious matter, | gathered that a know- 
ledge of five languages does not suffice to communicate with all Jews, so reluctantly I 
eave up ms heart s desire in despair 

But one day I chanced to read the history of Dr. Zamenhof, his experiences in 
Bielostok, almost identical with mine in London; his attempt at the construction of 
an international language and the evolution of Esperanto. At last | possessed the 
means that would enable me to understand my fellowsJew. I began learning the 
language, and after three months serious study Lconld read and write perfectly and 
converse fluently in the language, although I had never heard it spoken. I now com- 
municate with Jews in nearly every country in the world by means of Esperanto, and 
have received quite comprehensible replies in the same languare although the persons 
to whom I sent the letter never before heard the name of Esperanto. As it has 
no idioms and is almost perfectly logical, everything written in it may be translated 
literally in every language and so all that is required is to write the letter in 
Esperanto, enclose a “key” in the language of the recipient, and if he is only an 
ordinarily rational person one will receive from him a reply in Esperanto, quite under- 
standable, just as is being done every day by all who attempt to prove whether 
Esperanto is all it claims to be 

I was solely self-taught and only attended Council Evening Classes, in anticipa- 
tion of London Chamber of Commerce examination for a diploma, which was gained 
with distinction. Thus, from personal experience I testify that no talent or great 
ability is necessary to learn Esperanto. All Jews who have the good of their people 
at heart should certainly acquire this creation of that master mind, Dr. Zamenhof.

Last Sanday, Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., delivered an 
lewish address on “ The Study of Jewish History.” Mr. Isidore Lyons 
Lads presided over a large attendance. Mr. Benas, in the course of 
Club. his address, emphasised the importance of the cultivation of a 


Jewish consciousness. Jewish history was one of the most 
fascinating subjects for readings, discussions and lectures. To read and 
har and know of the great men among their ancestors was part of their 
heritage, and they should not be deprived of their birthright by an artificial 
worship of the sham and jerry ideals of that spurious and ephemeral gentility 
which was sometimes held up as the aim of endeavour and the object of all 
effort. They’ had had enough gentlemen of their ows community in 
the Middle Ages that they need not look for patterns to the‘tounterfeit pre- 
sentments of modernity within their fold who had a good word to say for 
everybody and everything that was not Jewish. Mr. Benas dealt at some 
length with the career of Don Isaac Abarbanel, the great Jewish courtier, 
scholar, diplomatist and defender of his community. He said that when he 
he looked back at the life of that worthy of Israel, he felt happy that his 
own family, who were lineal descendants of Abarbanel, could trace their 
pedigree from one who was unflinching in the service of his brethren 
as well as a devoted minister of his State. There were statesmen and 
politicians of to-day who belonged to the Jewish community, who had not 
risen to such eminence in the service of the State as had Abarbanel, but what 
wis more disheartening was the fact that they had not risen to the occasion 
nthe service of Jewry. The rise of a more courageous JePish conscious- 
ness would prompt them to decline to claim for Jewry those who did not 
themselves claim it. In conclusion, Mr. Benas advocated the formation of a 
Jewish Library, the collection of Jewish pictures, and the arrangement of 
courses of Jewish historical lectures. The Rev. I. Raffalovich spoke in warm 
support of the suggestions and views put by Mr. Benas. Mr. P. A. Benas also 
aldressed the meeting. 


The twenty-seventh annual meeting of the Hebrew Tontine 
Society was held last Sunday at the Alexandra Hall, Islington 
Square, Mr. S. Bronde, President, in the Chair. The report and 
balance-sheet having been read by the Secretary (Mr. H. Sol. Myers), the 
Chairman commented thereon at some length.
